Mr. Gorman introiuoed a bi 1 to divide the State 
into Assembly districts.

Mr. Byrnes, from the Committee on Roads and 
Highways, re . rted back S. li. 4, with amendments, 
and raoomauen'kd its passaire 
This bill passed the Senate at the regular session, 
and repeals all sections of the Political Code refer 
ring to roads and highways, and adds fifty-five new 
sections, known as a general road law. 
ft provides 
th at public highways are roads, streets, trails, 
b idgcs, etc., laid o il as such or dedicated or aban­ 
doned to the public. Dissolution of a road or 
bridge corporation or non-user works dedication. 
Highways to be at least 40, and bridges at least 20 
feet. 
Vacation of a road to be only by order of 
Supervisors. The public, by taking land for a road, 
acquires only a rL ht ot way and necessary incidents 
of enjoyment. 
Sidewalk9 may be built by land­ 
owners &h>ng such a highway, subject to the au­ 
thority of the Supervisors. 
Use oi same without 
consent, by driving a team or horse thereon, is tres­ 
pass, with 85 fine and damages 
Trees may be 
planted by owners of land along highways not less 
than three rods wide, in regular rows, and 20 feet 
apart, and not more than six feet from the boundary 
of the road. 
If the road is over six rods wide, the 
rows mu-fc he not lea*» than six nor more than 12 
feet from the boundary, etc.

Locality and Quality of Fruit—How Ma­ 
nure Affects the Potato—Industrial 
Societies — Lily Culture. 


It is remarkable what a difference there is 
in the quality of different varieties of fruit 
¡frown in different localities in this State. 
In 
accounting for this difference many imagine 
th at the soil has much to do with it. 
W e 
think this generally a mistake, except, per­ 
haps, where the soil contains an excess of 
some objectionable salt, as of alkali. 
The 
apples grown in the Santa Clara valley, for 
instance, whether on stiff adobe soil or on 
the lighter and more pliable mold mixed with 
sand from the river beds, are of a uniform 
quality. 
The same is true of those grown in 
the Sonoma, N apa, San Joaquin and Sacra­ 
mento vaileys, or in the valleys i f the south­ 
ern coast counties. 
B ut when we compare 
the apples of Santa Clara with those of So­ 
noma, Napa, San Joaquin, Sacramento or 
other localities we find a difference in qual­ 
ity, and this difference is greater or less in 
proportion as the difference in chútate is 
greater or less. 
W e theref re conclude that 
the climate has a greater ii fluence in fixing 
the quality of fruit than has the soil. W e do 
not deny th at the soil has an influence, but 
claim th at the great and preponderating in­ 
fluence on the quality is in the climate. 
It 
is true th at the mechanical condition of the 
soil has an influence upon trees, and eon 
sequently on the fruit grown upon them that 
canuot be ignored or lost sight of. 
No good 
trees or fruit can be produced on soil lacking 
drainage, or when stagnant water remains 
on the roots during the spring and summer 
seasons; and it makes hue little difference 
whether the soil be heavy clay or light loam 
Stagnant water or indifferent drainage is 
fatal to healthy trees 
and good fruit. 
These defects in the mechanical rendition of 
the soil are fatal to successful fruit-culture, 
whether in a cold New England climate or 
the balmy and even climate of California or 
Florida. 
B ut these facts do not change or 
tend in the least to lessen the influence of the 
climate ou the quality of fruit. 
This influ­ 
ence is so striking and universal that fruit- 
dealers are able to determine very accurately 
the locality in which fruit has beeu grown by 
comparing its general characteristics and 
qualities. 
The dealer is able to distinguish 
between apples and pears grown in Santa 
Clara and Stockton and their vicinities—a 
difference which corresponds with the differ­ 
ence between the climates of the two places. 
Sacramento apples and pears, again, are still 
different in quality from those of Stockton. 
Those of Sacramento are a little finer in 
texture, a little higher flavored, and a little 
more juicy and crisp than those grown at 
Stockton, and those of Stockton bear the 
same relation to those of Sen Jose that the 
Sacramento fruit does to the Stockton fruit. 
A s we go north or east or west of Sacra­ 
mento, outside of the open valley, the improve­ 
m ent in quality is still more Loticeable. 
As 
a 
rule, 
the moment we begin 
to rise 
from the broad valleys of the State and enter 
the foothills the quality of all kinds of fruit 
begins to improve, and the higher you ascend 
these foothills, till you go beyoLd the fruit 
region in the mountains, this improvement 
continues. 
The app'.es grown about Folsom 
are an improvement on those of Sacramento. 
Those of Shingle Springs, Diamond Springs 
and Placerville still continue to take better 
than those of the next locality below, and 
when you reach the altitude of Grizzly Flat, 
some tw enty miles east of Placerville, apples 
and pears seem to have attained a perfection 
beyond which improvement seems to be im­ 
possible. 
The old Rhode Island greening 
and the Spitzenburg grown and kept at Griz­ 
zly F lat are at this date more juicy, better 
flavored and more delicious than the same 
varieties, grown in any localities below that 
pit ce t 'wa: ds the vallty, ever attain. 
W hat 
we have said of 
the eff c; of 
climate 
on 
the 
quality 
of 
apples 
and 
pears 
will 
apply 
with 
the 
same 
force 
to all other fruits—especially is this notice­ 
able in what we generally call small fruits— 
as cherries and the various kinds of berries. 
The same variety of strawberries grown in 
San Jose and Placerville, for instance, are 
so different in texture, general appearance, 
more especially in flavor, that it seems im­ 
possible almost to consumers generally that 
they are the same variety. 
So of the various 
kinds of blackberries, raspberries and other 
small fruits. 
A compensating circumstance 
in favor of the lower valley counties is found 
in their nearness to m arket and in the greater 
ease with which the laud is cultivated. 
On 
the other hand land in the foothills costs 
comparatively much less, and the climate anil 
scenery of 
the foothill regions is much 
more 
pleasant 
and 
invigorating and 
hsalthy. 
The 
changes 
of 
time, 
how­ 
ever, 
will 
be 
in favor of 
the foot­ 
hills for fruit-growing, as compared to the 
valleys. 
As the facilities of transportation 
increase and become less expensive, the foot­ 
hills will be brought nearer to the markets. 
As people who consume fresh fruits become 
better acquainted with the better qualities of 
the foothill fruits, they will demand these 
fruits even at higher prices, and in time, as 
these 
fruits 
become 
more 
plentiful, 
their 
consumption 
will 
increase, 
while 
those 
grown 
in 
the 
valleys 
will 
be driven from the m arket for consumption 
in a fresh state, and will have to find sale at 
the canneries. 
Even canneries will soon fiud 
that the higher flavored fruits will be most 
sought for, and will command higher prices, 
and for the purpose of keeping up the repu­ 
tation for the quality of their particular 
brand or trade-mark, they will finally be com­ 
pelled to buy fruits from the foothills to mix 
with those of the valleys, as the wine-makers 
buy wine from some particular vintage to 
give bouquet to the general product. 
In 
whatever light we may view this question, 
we cannot avoid the conclusion th at the great 
fruit-growing districts of the 
State will 
eventually be located near to and in the foot­ 
hills, and not iu the great valleys. 
The lo­ 
calities that produce the best fruit will be 
sought out and occupied for this industry, 
and other less favorable localities will be de­ 
voted to other industries better adapted to 
them. 


How Manure Affects the Potato 
No crop is stim ulated in its growth and 
product by a good application of manure 
more than is the crop of potatoes. 
I t some­ 
times happens, however, th at the extra stim­ 
ulation results in a great growth of vines 
w ithout a corresponding increase of the crop of 
tubers. 
Experim ents with manure on pota­ 
toes, concluded by I)r. Anderson, chemist to 
the Highland Agricultural Society of Scot­ 
land, have shown some curious facts that are 
worth knowing by the potato-producers of 
California. 
Dr. Anderson dug the potatoes 
from six hills of au untnauured plat of land 
when the potatoes were supposed to be about 
half grown. 
A t the same time he dug six 
hills from an adjoining plat of the same qual­ 
ity of land, but which had been heavily 
m anured with guano and superphosphate. 
The potatoes dug from the former plat 
weighed 43,700 grains, while those dug from 
the latter plat, which had been manured, 
weighed 41,600 grains. 
The vines on the 
m anured plat were very much more luxuriant 
and heavier than on that not manured. 
W hen the potatoes were fully ripe on both 
plats six hills more were dug from each plat 
and weighed. 
This tim e those from the un­ 
manured plat weighed 58,900 grains, while 
those from the manured plat weighed 91,700 
grains. 
Thus it will be seen th at the manure 
did not increase the growth of the crop till 
the potatoes were half grown, but th at after 
th at time the increase was very marked. 
The conclusion from these experiments is 
th at the manure stimulates the growth of 
the vines in the first half of the time the 
crop is growing, and that after that its effect 
is on the potatoes, and th at the m atter ac­ 
cumulated in the vines runs down into the 
tubers during the latter part of the season. 
Thus it will be seen th at for early potatoes, 
or those th at are to be dug for early use 
or m arket, manure will be of no benefit, 
but 
ha 1

late dig­ 
ging. 
Dr. Anderson carried his investi­ 
gation a little further, and discovered an­ 
other fact im portant to p tato growers—that 
while the manure nearly doubled the amount 
of the matured crop, the manured potatoes 
contained much more water than those not 
manured, and consequently much less nutri­ 
tive m atter in proportion to the grosa weight. 
From this fact the producer aud the con­ 
sumer may each draw a lesson of practical 
value to him self: the producer, that if he is 
raising potatoes to sell he can increase his 
profits to the sere m aterially by manuring, 
and the consumer, that the best potatoes to 
buy for consumption are those that have been 
raised without much manure. 


The Tendency of Industrial Societies. 
The evident tendency of industrial soci­ 
eties, especially in California, is to separate 
the different industries into distinct classes 
and interests. 
Thus the boot and shoema­ 
kers, the wool manufacturers, the cigar- 
makers and each class of manufacturers be­ 
come united in organizations to protect and 
forward the special industries they represent. 
So, also, the different branches of agriculture 
have their associations for protection and im­ 
provement. 
The horticulturists have their 
horticultural societies, the viticulturists have 
their boards of viticultura, the cattle-breed­ 
ers have their cattle-breeders’ associations, 
and the breeders of running stock have their 
blood-horse associations, and those who ad­ 
mire the trotters have their associations for 
breeding and training this class of sto ck ; 
while the wheat-growers are forming combi­ 
nations to protect aud promote the industry 
iu which they are especially engaged. 
This 
breaking up of the agricultural industries 
into branches is in direct opposition to the 
theory of the laws passed at the last session 
of the Legislature, making the State and 
D istrict Boards of Agriculture State institu­ 
tions. 
The 
argument 
urged 
by 
the 
horticulturists 
and 
vine • growers 
in favor of separate oraaniz itious fi r the pro 
motion of their specialties, is th at the State 
and D istrict Agricultural Societies do not 
practically represent or intelligently encour­ 
age or p:v tect the horticultural and viticult- 
ural industries, and th at they can not do so 
while the sports and excitements of the turf 
are among the things adm itted a t their an­ 
nual fairs. 
On the other hand, the breeders 
and trainers of fast stock declare th at they 
have become tired of making money for the 
Board of Agriculture, to he thrown away in 
premiums to big pumpkins. 
Division of 
labor and division of interests seem to he 
among the most popular aud most effective 
means of general manufacturing aud product­ 
ive advancement, aud we may say of hurry­ 
ing forward the special improvements which 
combined make up modem civilizati jn. 


Lily Culture. 
Among the prettiest things in a flower-gar­ 
den is a lily-bed, cared for as the nature of 
the lily requires. 
Very few know how to 
cultivate the lily, and hence very few ever 
©btain the pretty thing we refer to in their 
flower-gardens in Calif iroia. 
The lily in all 
its varieties is a coy wild fl >wer, and seems 
to prefer its wild ways and piaces to domestic 
habits in our cultivated gardens. 
In digging 
for lily bulbs where they are grown in their 
native haunts, we always have to dig deep, 
and wherever we find a thrifty, blooming 
bunch of lilies 
we 
are sure to find a 
large bunch of bulbs deep in the ground. 
These are lessons we should heed in planting 
out the bulbs and cultivating them in our 
gardens. 
They should not he planted where 
any water can stand upon the ground or re­ 
main stagnant iu the soil. 
No fresh manure 
must he mixed with the soil in the lily-bed. 
A fairly fertile light loam is the one to 
be sought. 
Cultivate deep, 
pulverizing 
at least a foot below the surface, and plant 
the bulbs six inches deep. 
Keep the surface 
clear of weeds, and prevent it from baking 
by raking it over if necessary. 
Do not ex­ 
pect much growth the first season, but leave 
the'bulba undisturbed, and the second season 
they will show their beautiful blossoms, which 
will increase in number aud size and beauty as 
the plant gains bulbs and strength from year 
to year. 
If the bed requires watering, v a er 
thoroughly when you do apply the water, 
but not too often.

The tiger 
is one of the most admired. 
Bloomer’s 
iiiium pardalium, the W ashington lily, lilies 
of Pale-tine, the lily of Japan and the sweet 
white Iiiium lougifoliutn and Eastern meadow 
lily, planted promiscuously in a center bed, 
will form one of the most attractive features 
of a flower garden.

known as Sir John Pakington, a select 
portion of which has been sold by Messrs. 
Sotheby, 
W ilkinson & Dodge, was re­ 
m arkable for some exceedingly rare ver­ 
sions of the Scriptures, among which were 
the first edition of Coverdale's Bible and 
otheis, 
T yndale’s first 
Pentateuch and 
New Testam ent, etc. 
Besides these were 
the Prayer books of E dw ard V I., L itur­ 
gies of Elizabeth, Jam es I. and Charles I., 
and Laud’s Scotch Liturgy, w ith a large 
collection of other Prayer-books, Prim ers 
of H enry V III., Edw ard V I., M ary and 
Elizabeth, 
w ith m any scarce books and 
some m anuscripts, of which an interesting 
one was the large “ terrier,” on vellum , of 
the estates of Sergt. Pakington, who died 
in 1560. 
The great interest of th e sale 
was, however, enhanced by the addition 
of a nearly perfect copy of the famous 
G utenberg, or “ M azarine B ible,” which 
did not belong to th e W estwood House 
library, but was th at discovered in the 
sacristy of a village church in Bavaria 
about four years ago, w hen it was pur­ 
chased by G. Kam ensky, th e vendor on 
this occasion. 
This copy, which m easures 
14 i inches high, had the Old T estam ent 
only, ami was complete to th e end of M ac­ 
cabees, where folio 486 and p art of 50(5 are 
supplied in perfect facsimile. 
The public 
sale of this rare book, even in an im perfect 
state, has never occurred since the copy in 
the Perkins library was sold for £2,090, 
and this large price represents the high 
value set upon this first book printed wilh 
movable types.

As a general thing the French people 
who visit A m erica ridicule our passion for 
fires, as they call it, and so th a t we may 
have an opportunity of exercising our per­ 
fected system of quenching th a t fiery ele­ 


m ent, accuse us even of setting houses on 
fire. 
They are led to indulge in th is last 
exaggeration on account of the frequent 
bpportunities they may have in a short 
tim e of w itnessing th is im portant opera­ 
tion. 
F irts at Paris are certainlv of infre­ 
quent occurrence, and in all the eight years 
1 have resided here I have never yet seen 
a fire. 
The buildings are solidly con­ 
structed, w ith solid w alls separating each 
section, so th a t often a room will be en­ 
tirely burned out w ithout the adjoining 
rooms being damaged. 
Fires w ith us are 
generally so disastrous th a t out of self­ 
preservation have grow n our different in­ 
ventions and the pi-rfection of our system , 
yet there is no reason w hy in A m erica the 
houses should not be as solidly built as in 
Europe, and th a t Paris should not be as 
well provided for p utting out fires as Now 
Y ork or Chicago. 
The com plete destruc 
tion of th e “ P rin tem p s,” one of the 
largest d iy goods stores 
of 
the city, 
which occurred 
day before 
yesterday, 
lias caused the French people to change 
th eir tune of ridicule to th a t of adm iration 
for the perfected fire system s of America. 
A store of such dimensions has bu t its 
outer walls for protection, and the m aterial 
which fills it is generally b u t exciting food 
for hungry flames. 
H ow ever, the fire had 
but started in this case when discovered, 
and had relief been im m ediately procured 
more than half the buildiDg and all the 
basem ent would have been saved. 
A gen­ 
tlem an, on driving at 5 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing to th e St. L a/are station close by, 


SAW t h e sm o k e 
Issuing from the building, and informed 
th e gardieus de la paix. 
The alarm was 
given, aud had there been proper instru­ 
m ents at hand the fire would have am ounted 
to alm ost nothing ; h u t as it was, the en­ 
gines had to be tak en squares away to 
procure w ater, aud w hen it did reach the 
lire through these yards and yards of hose 
it was a feeble stream , w hich could not 
strike th e first w indow s above. 
I t was 8 
o’clock before tiie engines were a t work, 
anil the whole building a t th a t tim e was a 
mass of flames. 
Different companies of 
pompiers arrived a t an early hour, hut hav­ 
ing no ladders and unable to procure w ater, 
they could do nothing. 
These pompiers are 
a courageous, heroic class of men, and 
valiantly risk their lives in moments of 
danger, th a t it does seem too bad they 
should not profit by advantage s easily ob­ 
tained, and so p u t th eir valor to a more 
profitable use. 
During the Exposition of 
'78 a num ber of improved ladders were 
exhibited, and m any persons a t th a t tim e 
insisted on the French G overnm ent pur- 
chas ngthem , and were at least desrousthat 
the M unicipal Council should invest iu them 
for the use of the capital, bu t no attention 
was paid to th e request, and it is only at 
this late day regret is expressed at the in­ 
difference m anifested as to life and property 
of this crowded city. 
In the three large 
stores of Paris, the employers not only eat 
in the establishm ent, h u t a m ajority sleep 
in the building as well, and on the occa­ 
sion of this fire there were tw o hundred 
persons souudjj asleep on the topm ost story. 
The origin of the lire has not yet been 
learned, and probably never will he ; it 
was lirst discovered by a man employed to 
sweep out the store, who im m ediately in­ 
form ed the chief superintendent, who in 
tu rn hastened to warn the proprietor, Mr. 
Jaluzot. 
This last gentlem an occupied 
w ith his wife the fourth story, which was 
exclusively th eir apartm ent, and on the 
story above lodged th e young women and 
young men clerks. 
Mr. Jaluzot, after slip­ 
ping on part of his clothing, descended to 
see w hat could be done, when perceiving 
the flames spreading w ith great rapidity, 
owing to the light fabrics of em broidery 
where the fire had started, and which 
served as light fuel, he rem ounted the 
stairs with 


EVEN GREATER HASTE 
To save his wife and aw aken the sleeping 
people. 
H e had the presence of m ind to 
seize his hunting-hom , 
and, blowing it 
w ith all his force, he roused the inmates, 
who sprang from their beds w ith as much 
terror as on listening to the trum pet to be 
sounded on Judgm ent day. 
The greatest 
confusion enBued ; there were cries for help 
in all directions, and as the tire had broken 
out iu th a t part containing the principal 
stairw ay, there was a fearful panic. 
Mme. 
Jaluzot was able to escape by a small stair­ 
case, but even th a t was alm ost im m ediately 
afterw ards enveloped in flames, so th at 
these young girls and clerks had to save 
them selves by attaching th eir sheets and 
letting them selves down ou to a balcony, 
and from there clim b over to another bal­ 
cony of the adjoining house. 
Mme. Ja lu ­ 
zot had had tim e to slip a dark wrapper 
over her, b ut these young girls—a wiiole 
regim ent of them —were on the sidewalk 
in their bare feet and w ith nothing on 
them but their thiu, w hite night-dresses ; 
nor were they able to save anything—all 
was lost to them —all their clothes, their 
relics and their savings. 
The disaster was 
terrible. The poor pompiers, having neither 
w ater nor instrum ents to work w ith, a t­ 
tem pted acts of great bravery, for which 
they paid, some w ith th eir lives, others 
w ith 
severe 
wounds. 
Opposite 
the 
“ P rintem ps” is the apothecary shop of 
Mr. Rogers, an Am erican, who turned his 
rooms into a tem porory hospital, and it 
was here all the wounded were carried 
and attended to. 
M r. Rogers placed all 
medicines aud instrum ents a t the disposal 
of the different physicians who attended 
the unfortunate creatures, for which kind­ 
ness and generosity he has been highly 
complimented by the authorities and lauded 
by all the newspapers, th at it m ust be “ an 
ill wind which blows nobody good.” 
One 
of the poor firemen, w hile upon the wall

And although all the w ater power was di­ 
rected to th at spot, it was a half hour be­ 
fore 
he 
could 
be 
rescued ; 
he was 
found w ith half his body burned, and still 
alive. As they carried him to the hospital 
one of his comrades said, “ Courage, my 
frien d ; I am sure you will be decorated.” 
The poor creature sm iled sadly, and before 
the hospital was reached he had breathed 
his last. 
Mr. Jaluzot's groom had his 
hands badly burned, and he was so be­ 
wildered by the event th a t his mind be­ 
came deranged, and they were obliged to 
reta n him by main force to prevent him 
from rushing into the flames, too, as he 
said, “ Go to bed again. ” 
Mr. Jaluzot and 
his wife, thinly-dressed, stood for hours 
before the tire w atching the flames devour 
their fortune, acquired through many years 
of hard labor, until at last some friends forced 
them away. 
He was obliged to go to a 
clothiDg store to get dressed"’ have his shoe­ 
m aker tru st him for a pair of shoes, and 
borrow tw enty francs of a friend to huy­ 
an um brella. 
HÍ3 wife is a well-known 
actress, an ex-societaire of the Comedie 
Francaise ; she saved nothing of her per­ 
sonal effects from the tire, none of her jew ­ 
elry, which am ounted to quite a fortune. 
Mr. Jaluzot called a m eeting of the 900 
employers a t three o’clock of the same day; 
his emotion was so great th at he had to be 
assisted by two friends, and when he ar­ 
rived in th e m idst of them , they all un­ 
covered their heads. 
H e told them th at 
he had been unable to save any of the 
books, b u t th at he would otherw ise be able 
to learn how much was owing to them ; th at 
they should be paid, only not to all knock 
at the door a t the same tim e. 
H e said th at 


he Printem ps should be rebuilt, not per­ 
haps for the following W inter but surely 
I for the commencement of the next belle 
saison. 
I t seems they had just laid in a 
heavy stock of spring and summer goods, 
among which were 800. UOO franca’ worth of 
silks. 
M any a woman’s heart has ached 
since the tire, to th in k oi all the laces, silks 
aud satins unnecessarily destroyed, and 
which m ight as well have been in her pos­ 
session. 
The loss is estim ated at S,000,000 
francs, and the different insurances cover 
7,000.000, oue insurance company alone has 
over 3 000,000 to pay, and it is supposed 
th at this experience w ill canse them all to 
urge necessary reforms in the tire system.

SUCH A GREAT FIRE 
H as not occurred at Paris since th e burn­ 
ing down of th e French Opera House, 
which took place, however, when no one 
was in it, whereas in this case the lives of 
200 persons were endangered. 
The boule­ 
vards and streets surrounding the P rin ­ 
tem ps are scarcely now to be recognized. 
W hen the lire alarm was first given a regi­ 
m ent of soldiers arrived to form a compact 
circle around the building, so as to prevent 
the approach of the crowd. 
A fence lias 
since been b uilt arouud the place. 
A fire- 
company is constantly on guard iu the in­ 
terior, and the gardieus de la paix keep 
order on the outside. 
Tire catastrophe oc­ 
curred on W ednesday morning, and since 
th at m oment a dense crowd has not ceased 
to stand before the smoking embers, as 
though fascinated by this horrible specter ; 
for there loom up the walls w ith their 
gilded ornam ents aud inscriptions, like 
some skeleton decked with 
jewels, but 
through whose vail can be discerned the 
ravages of drath. 
Paris is certainly the 
most charitable and generous city in the 
world, for not only the sufferings through­ 
out F'ranee excite the sym pathies of the in­ 
habitants of the capital, but those through­ 
out the entire universe have ever succeeded 
in opening th eir hearts and loosening their 
purse-strings. 
No sooner was the catas­ 
trophe of the burning of the Printem ps 
made known and th at some 900 persons 
were w ithout em ploym ent and the m ajor­ 
ity w ithout means, than all Paris desired 
to contribute to their relief. 
A ll the jo u r­ 
nals of the city opened subscriptions, and 
the names of the donors were published in 
their 
colum ns; the different artists |of 
both theaters aud operas im m ediately of­ 
fered th eir services for a grand concert, 
which takes place to-morrow a t the Troca- 
dero ; besides there have been organized 
special relief societies, aud it is easy to 
suppose th a t 
many of the unfortunate 
creatures will finder them selves richer than 
before th e accident. 


PATTI. 
P atti, the celebrated duo, is now in our 
m idst, b u t her comiDg aud her stay have 
produced no greater echo th an her voice 
w ithin th e walls of the T heater des N a­ 
tions, where she is now singing. 
H er 
coming was announced, not advertised, for 
the favorite is aware th a t a court of de­ 
voted attendants are alw ays happy to 
greet her a t th e French capital ; she is in 
tact la mo<h', and although conscious th at 
her audience is almost entirely composed 
of 
foreigners reriding at Paris, 
whose 
knowledge of music is not profound, aud 
who are as equally pleased to find them selves 
surrounded by their own fashionable friends 
as to listen to her sweet warblings, she 
cares not, so th at the golden louia drop 
into the treaaure-box. 
French critics con­ 
sider P atti as 
gifted w ith a m arvelous 
voice, b ut do not look upon her as an 
artist in the true sense of the word. 
She 
has never in all her professional career of 
th irty years created a role. 
She has al­ 
ways sung in operas as sung by many others 
before her, and her repertoire is very lim ­ 
ited. 
So long as she makes money she has 
no am bition w ith regard to her art¡ and 
this indifference exasperates all true lovers 
of music, who are indignant th a t nature’s 
superior gift should be treated w ith so 
much indifference by its owner. 
The other 
evening during one of the operas, when she 
was alone upon the stage, some persons 
hissed her in a vociferous m anner, which 
circum stance may cause her to reflect seri­ 
ously. 


THE ASSASSINATION OF TIIE CZAR. 
The news has ju st reached Paris of the 
assassination of the Em peror of Russia. 
A lthough the late incidents of th a t coun­ 
try have led every one to believe th at 
such would be the end of th a t m onarch’s 
existence, assassination is such a horrible, 
cowardly thing of itself th a t the event has 
made a deep impression on the French peo-, 
pie. 
No one approves of the act, aud even 
the m ost rabid Republicans condemn it, 
while all lam ent this violent measure, 
which is calculated to compromise all lib­ 
eral questions throughout monarehial gov­ 
ernm ents, render m onarchs more intolerant 
and progressive people suspicious. 
This 
event will offer another occasion to an ti­ 
republicans for tracing all crim es to the 
teaching of republican and liberal princi­ 
ples, and no doubt the assassination of the 
Czar will be laid a t th e door of the 
French Republic, whose very, existence 
is an encouragem ent to would-be assas­ 
sins ; 
yet 
it 
should 
be 
rem em ­ 
bered th a t such m ethods of arriving at 
justice are opposed by all Republicans, and 
one proof is th at the assassination of a 
President of a republic seldom occurs un­ 
less during war, for the death of the head 
of the governm ent cannot affect the gov­ 
ernm ent, owing to the power not being 
placed in his hands. 
I t should be rem em ­ 
bered th at Jacques Clem ent, the Jesu it 
who stabbed H enry III., was not a N ihil­ 
ist ; th a t Ravaillac, who stabbed H enry 
IV ., was not a S ocialist; and th at the 
authors of the infernal machine by which 
tw enty-six persons were killed in the 
attack 
on 
the 
life 
of 
the 
Prem ier 
Consul were not 
Republicans. 
Several 
tim es already attem pts have been made 
to kill the Czar. 
In April, 1800, at St. 
Petersburg, he was stepping into a carriage 
when D im itri Korakosow drew a pistol on 
him, whose m urderous effect was prevented 
by a peasant, Komissaroff, who was after­ 
ward ennobled and enriched for his trouble. 
The following year, at Paris, while retu rn ­ 
ing from a review at Longchamps, a Pole, 
Berezowski, shot at him aDd wounded an 
ollicer’s horse. 
Dimitri Korakosow was 
hung, b ut the jury did not consider th at 
the m urder of a horse exacted the guillo­ 
tining of a man, so Berezowski was sen­ 
tenced to imprisonment for life. 
Since the 
victories of the Em peror in the last T u rk ­ 
ish war the attem pts to assassinate him 
have increased. 
Every one remembers the 
miracles required to prevent the Czar from 
being blown up with the basem ent of the 
VViuter palace, and the prodigious precau­ 
tions necessary to prevent his being blown 
up w ith the traia in which he was believed 
to be traveling. 
This assassination can 
bring no good to the Russian people nor 
advance them any further on the road to 
their liberties ; besides they will have to 
begin all over again, for there is alw ays a 
hand ready to grasp the crown and wield 
the scepter of power w ith as much despot­ 
ism as in the past.

T h e F oot of t h e H o r se. —A w riter iu 
London Fickl states th at the shoe worn by 
the heavy English horses w hich carried 
the knights of old was clum sy in the ex­ 
trem e. 
“ Its great w idth, however, al­ 
lowed some pressure to the sole, which was 
so far good, as experience shows th a t an 
uupared sole can stand pressure.” 
H e ac­ 
counts for the horses of early tim es stand­ 
ing work at all, shod as they were, “ first, 
by their being nearer to th eir A rab ances­ 
tors, aud consequently more sound in them ­ 
selves, than our horses ; aud secondly, by 
the custom of turning them out to grass on 
every available occasion. 
They lost condi­ 
tion, w ent broken-w iuded, etc., but their 
feet had a chance, or rath er nature had 
a chance of 
restoring 1 heir feet ; and, 
all 
the 
world over, 
there is nothing 
like dew and night air for anything like 
fever in th e feet.” 
The w riter is satisfied 
th a t English horses have deteriorated, es­ 
pecially by grow ing unsound in wind. 
He 
strongiy favors tips. 
I t stands to reason 
th a t a horse shod w ith tips has the best 
chance possible to escape navicular disease. 
“ First, he minds w here he is putting his 
feet, aud does not baug them recklessly 
about ; secondly, the th ick , bony frog 
shields th e navicular hone and perforans 
tendon.” 
The Turf, Field and Farm sa> s 
th e best m ethods of shoeing horses have 
bten w arm ly discussed in th e journals of 
England the past year, and there is a de­ 
cided tendency to the greater em ploym ent 
of tips. 
W e should like to see more th o r­ 
ough and extensive experim ents made with 
tips in this country. 
The theory th at 
work horses on hard ioads can do w ithout 
shoes altogether will not hold w ater. 
A 
D is a p -p o in t e r K e n n e l . — The cele­ 
brated actor, Joseph Jefferson, is an en­ 
thusiastic sportsm an, and owns some of 
the finest snipe-shooting ground in Louis­ 
iana on his plantation near New Iberia. 
D uring his recent engagem ent in St. Louis 
lie was very anxious to see th e dogs owned 
by the St. Louis Kennel Club, of which he 
heard so much, and the fact becoming 
known to M r. Sterling and Mr. T urner he 
was invited by them to visit the kennel. 
In the course of conversation during the 
drive to the kennel, the value of the dogs 
and

expense of 
supporting the 
kennel,

also 
the revenue 
from it, 
were discussed, during w hich Mr. Sterling 
rem arked th a t a kennel on paper was oue 
of the m ost profitable investm ents he knew 
of ; it was the easiest thing possible to fig­ 
ure out a fortune by estim ating so m any 
puppies at §50 each ; bu t his experience 
had been th a t each year they found the 
brilliant anticipations were never realized, 
bu t on th e contrary the expenses exceeded 
by a very large am ount the receipts. “ E vi­ 
dently,” w ittily replied Mr. Jefferson, “ I 
have been misinformed regarding your ken­ 
nel ; 
I was expecting to see a pointer 
kennel, h ut it seems it is a disap-pointer 
kennel.” “ B ut, perhaps,” rem arked Fred­ 
erick Robinson, who was one of the party, 
“ the next litte r of puppies may be re­ 
trievers.” 
Fishing.—T ie Olympian urges th at steps 
he taken to replenish the trout stream s in the 
vicinity of San Francisco, which have been 
depleted of th at game. It says : “ I t is ap­ 
parent th a t if tro u t fishing is to be in­ 
dulged iu by' the great body of anglers in 
th iB 
city, 
th e 
am ount 
of 
young fish 
annually p ut in these stream s m ust Le 
largely increased. 
Instead of 4,000 or 
5.000 young tro u t there should be from 
15.000 to 50,000 placed in suitable waters, 
according to the capacity of th e stream to 
support them . 
The appropriation by the 
State for the use of the Fish Commissioners 
is very lim ited, only §5.000 per year. 
The 
first d u ty of the Commissioners is the 
keeping up th e supply of young salmon in 
the Sacram ento river, and after th a t the 
introduction of new and suitable species of 
fish for propagation in public w aters. This, 
w ith the expense of a hatching house, 
leaves bu t a small am ount for the propaga­ 
tion and stocking of exhausted and much- 
fished Btreams w ith our native tro u t.” 
It 
suggests th a t the Fish Commissioners stock 
the small stream s w ith salmon as the 
young salmon rem ain in the stream where 
■they have been hatched from one to two 
years, a portion only, going to sea each 
year. 
These young fish are as palatable as 
tro u t of the same size, and afford more 
sport to the angler, w eight considered. 
To L o a d a n d H o ld.—A correspondent 
of the Chicago Field, in a long article in 
reply to J. M. H otz and H arry W oodland, 
says : “ I t would appear th a t 3 dram s of 
pow der and 1J ounces of No. 0 shot is not 
the best charge for quails w ith a 12 gauge 
gun. 
N or is 5 to 0 dram s of pow der and 
1 ounce of No. 0 shot much b etter for ‘all 
kinds of game ’ birds. 
I t is better, it will 
be found, to rem em ber th a t fine powder is 
best for the 20, 10 and 12 gauge gun, and 
m ixed or coarse powder for the 10, 0 or 8 
gauge, using ju st as much as w ill all burn, 
and give tiie best penetration w ith the least 
recoil; using, respectively, h, J, 1, 1 J, 2 and 
2-1 ounces of the shot best adapted to k ill the 
kind of game you happen to be after, re­ 
m em bering also, th a t the finer the Bhot the 
more powder should be used. 
As to hold­ 
ing on the bird flying a t rig h t angles across 
the line of tire a t 00, 80 and 100 yards, or 
even 40 yards, a betting man may safely 
offer 10 to 1 th at no man can hit, let 
alone kill a ruffed grouse or a quail at 60 
yards flying at full speed, say at 00 miles 
per hour, if when he fires he is truly aim ­ 
ing exactly on or a t the bird, once in 10,­ 
000 shots, usiDg No. 0 or No. 8 shot and 
any kind or am ount of pow der desired. I t 
cannot be done.” 


N e w Y a c h t.— W illiam Stone has on the 
stocks a very handsome little “ sk im m er” 
for Stockton w aters, light, shallow and 
open. 
She is 2S feet long, 11 feet beam, 
and will draw 15 inches of w ater. 
She is 
perfectly open, the cockpit being 10 feet 
long. 
She has a propeller stern, overhang­ 
ing four feet. 
The tim bers are all of oak, 
and the little yacht has a handsome finish 
all over. 
H er how is carved, and she has 
a figure-head projecting 
some distance 
under the bow sprit. 
The yacht will be 
sloop rigged, and will be fitted up w ith 
curtaius, etc., in fine style. 
This yacht is 
more of the type used in E astern w aters 
than any ever built here : her beam being 
very great and her depth shallow. 
She 
would hardly do for the lower bays, b u t is 
adm irably 
adapted for th e rivers and 
sloughs about Stockton, w here she will be 
used. 


G a m e in G r e a t B r it a in . — An Bnglish 
exchange gives the following as an esti­ 
m ate of the consum ption of game in G reat 
B ritain, which it states has increased two- 
thirds during the last th irty years : “ The 
num bers estim ated for 1SS0, are 510,000 
grouse and black game, a t 4s per bird, 
£102,000 ; 370,000 partridges, a t 2s, £37,­ 
600 ; 335,000 pheasants, a t 4s, £07,000 ; 
500.000 hares, a t 3s Gd, £87,500; 9,000,000 
rabbits, at Is Od, §07,500; total head, 
9.731.000 ; total value, £301,000 ; to which 
is added £30,000 for woodcocks, snipes, 
w ilk ducks, e tc .”

HEATING 
BY 
FRICTION. 


TUTT’S 


A Boston geutlem au has invented a sim ­ 
ple device which, if its present promises 
are realized, ought to w oik a revolution iu 
m ethods of heating. 
I t is nothing less 
than an invention to use friction as a prac­ 
tical means of producing heat. 
A t the 
tim e of the A shtabula horror, when so 
many persons were burned to death by the 
w recked cars catching tire from th e stove, 
W ebster W ells, then professor of m athe­ 
m atics a t the M assachusetts In stitu te of 
Technology, began to consider th e problem 
of heating cars w ithout fire. 
H e has now 
solved it. 
His invention consists of a 
strong iron cylinder, at oue end of which, 
inside, is a fixed plate of hardened iron, 
against which, firmly attached to a revolv­ 
ing Bhaft, another plate presses, either 
closely or lightly, as required. 
The cylin­ 
der is filled w ith w ater, and this, heated 
by the friction of the tw o plates, circulates 
through pipes, w arm ing th e room through 
w hich they run, ju st as steam pipes do. 
The w ater is kept in constant circulation 
in these pipes, returning to the cylinder to 
be heated over again. 
The w ater iu the 
cylinder, which is brought to a high degree 
of heat in a rem arkably short tim e, keeps 
the plates lubricated, 
preventing their 
w earing away at a rapid rate. 
W hen 
worn away, the cost of renewing them is 
trifling, and the machine has no compli­ 
cated work about it, so th a t it is easily 
kept in repair. 
The p tw er required to pm 
the machine is so siignt th at the waste, or 
surplus, power of th e engines in use of 
ruuning elevators and other m achinery in 
hundreds of buildings throughout a city is 
enough for all ordinary purposes. 
The 
m achine can be utilized iu any place where 
power is used. 
The ordinary sized ma­ 
chine has 30 square inches of friction sur­ 
face in its plates, sufficient, it is said, to 
heat 10.000 cubic feet of space. 
This re­ 
quires b u t half a horse-power. 
A machine 
w ith 225 square inches of friction surface 
requires b ut four horse-power, and would 
heat a room 60x100 feet, or containing 
120,000 
cubic feet. 
In railroad ears the 
m achine is operated by power taken direct 
from the wheels, doing aw ay w ith all dan­ 
ger from lire in case of a .-:mash-up. 
W hen 
th e car3 are standing still the machine can 
be operated by power from the locomotive, 
by a contrivance somewhat like th a t which 
operates th e W estinghouse brake. 
In 
m ills it is calculated th at a great saving 
can be made, both in fuel and in the rates 
of insurance, especially in those run by 
w ater power. 
The agent of a mill where 
w ater power is used estim ates th a t iu 
tw en ty years, by th e use of this device, a 
saving of at least §185,000 in fuel alone 
could be effected. 
Frof. W ells is now in 
Europe, looking out for his patents there. 
The machine has now been in operation in 
Boston for seven m onths.—[Boston Herald.

by the learned. 
The Jack Call, th e lion’s 
provider, which hunts in the forest for the 
lion’s prey. 
A small E gyptian panther 
spotted 
like 
a 
leopard. 
A 
strange 
m onstrous creature, brought from the coast 
of Brazil, having a head like a child, legs 
and arm s very w onderful, w ith a long tail 
like a serpent, w herew ith he feeds himself 
as an elephant doth w ith his tru n k .” 
“ Two wood m onsters from th e E ast In ­ 
dies, male and female, being the adm ira- 
blest creatures th a t ever was seen in the 
kingdom. 
Also, a little m arm oset from 
the E ast Indies, which, by a great deal of 
pains, is now brought to th a t perfection 
th at no creature of his kind ever perform ed 
the like ; he exercises by the w ord of com­ 
mand ; he also dances w ith tw o naked 
swords, and performs several other pretty 
fancies. 
Likewise a noble civit cat from 
G uinny, which is adm ired for its beauty 
and th a t incomparable scent which per­ 
fum es the whole place.

key is described as a w ild hairy man from 
Bengal : it danced on a rope, drank a glass 
of ale, and “ smoaks a pipe of tobacco as 
well as any C hristian. 
T his noble crea­ 
ture flings a strapader,” etc. 
There was 
also a wonderful anim al, th e “ man teger, 
lately brought from the E ast Indies, the 
like never seen before in England, it being 
of seven several colors, from th e head 
dow nw ards resem bling a man, its fore 
parts clean and his hinder parts all hairy, 
having a long head of hair, and teeth two 
or three inches long ; takes a glass of ale 
in his hand like a Christian, and drinks 
it.” 
There was a leopard, “ a beast of 
excellent beauty, presented to an English 
m erchant in T urkey, by th e K ing of the 
Arabs, as a particular m ark of favor for 
em inent service perform ed, who for the 
m aintenance of it in its voyage from 
Aleppo, gave 190 of the best and fattest 
fowls.”—[A ll th e Year Round. 


R e so u r c e s 
o f 
N o r t h 
C a r o l in a . — 
N orth Carolina, like Virginia, lies in te r­ 
raced slopes, from the highest ranges of 
the A ppalachian chain to the salt marshes 
of the seacoast, and is also, like the neigh­ 
boring State, usually divided into belts of 
the same names—Tidew ater, th e M iddle 
C ounty, Piedm ont and the Blue Ridge. 
In geology and productions, the belts cor­ 
respond w ith those in V irginia, but the 
clim ate of N orth Carolina ranges about 10 
degrees higher at any given altitude. There 
has alw ays been a popular belief in the 
N orth th a t this State was poor in natural 
resources. 
But this is not so. 
M ineralo­ 
gists of late years m ake pilgrimages to her 
m ountains as to a treasure-house of riches, 
and shrewd N orthern capitalists since 1874 
have been investing largely in her tim ber 
and m ineral lands. 
In the Blue Ridge 
belt there are stores of gold, silver, iron, 
copper and m arble which, Professor K ing 
reports, “ seems lim itless ;” while Prof. 
Overman declares th a t the gold mines in 
this district, under proper m anagem ent, 
would yield more than those of California. 
The C ataw bagrape is a native of this section, 
and a hundred other varieties of native 
grapes have been found, m any of them 
superior to the Catawba. 
T here are in th e 
highlands no potato bugs, mosquitoes or 
c'uinchbugs ; bu t th e plague of the country 
is fleas.

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said, “ which will explain to you my posi­ 
tion better. 
I don't owe any Government 
any thanks for putting me where I am. 
They did not do it out of any kindness for 
me. 
The Prime Minister wanted the pre­ 
ferment which I used to hold for another 
man. 
He could not make his friend a 
Bishop—it was more than he dare do—but 
he could make me a Bishop, and then he 
could give my preferment to a friend. 
So, 
you see, Mr. Vavasour, there are wheels 
vdthin w heels; and, after all, he gave me 
nearly the poorest see there is. 
He prom­ 
ised me that I should have something to 
hold with i t : but he never kept his prom­ 
ise.” 
Evidently my poor bough had broken 


down altogether. 
It was not to be bound 
up by any care of mine. 
“ There is just one thing that I can do 
for you, Vavasour,” said the Bishop kind- 
heartedly, “ without the least impropriety. 
I cannot ask him to give you the living, 
but I will write a few lines which you can 
show at any time to the Chancellor, or 
anyone else you choose.” 
The worthy Bishop dismounted, and en­ 
tering the study wrote a few lines, in 
which he stated, to my grateful confusion, 
that I was a good scholar, and had worked 
my parish admirably.

Putting on a very painful expression 
of appearing to be entirely at ease, I as­ 
cended the steps and made a courageous 
imitation of an aristocratic double-knock. 
“ Is the Lord Chancellor at home?” I 
inquired of a bloated specimen of the Brit­ 
ish fiunkev, who made his appetrance. 
“ His lordship is not at home,” answered 
the man, with just a suspicion of impu­ 
dence in his voice. 
“ Can you tell me when he will be at 
home ? ” 
“ No, I can’t,” said the man, in a tone 
that convinced me of its insincerity, and he 
was evidently preparing to bang the door 
in iny face, or something very like it. 
Now I had beard in my time of the vir­ 
tues of palm-oil. 
The human hand being 
lubricated with a composition of silver be­ 
comes tender and molilied. 
To use plainer 
terms, it occurred to ine that it might be a 
useful thing to bribe the British flunkey. 
But then, arose the question of the where­ 
withal to bribe him. 
I had but my half­

All my earthly hopes just 
now were centered on my having vn inter­ 
view with the Lord Chancellor.

I 
felt very much inclined to believe that the 
Chancellor might be indoors at that very 
minute.

flown away in the cour-e of the day. 
It

“ Bless your heart, we never know when 
he comes home.

may go to his own private rooms at the 
House of Lords.” 
“ But he comes home,” I repeated with 
the iterancy of despair. 
“ Ves, he comes home,” said the man 
with another grin ; “ but do you think 
that he would see yon after all his work, 
for all that ? 
Unless \ ou have an appoint­ 
ment with kim, or udIcss you are a very 
great man, or unless you have come to say 
that the House is on lire, it would be more 
than my place is worth to let you in.” 
I thought of reclaiming the half crown ; 
but that was obviously impossible. 
“ And do you mean to say that I shall 
never Vie able to see him?” 
“ Well, sir,” he said, “ I see you’re a 
thorough gentleman, and 1 11 put you up to 
a way by which you most likely may he 
able to see him. 
You should go to Cnan- 
cery-lane, sir. 
He has got a little private 
room close to his court, and you might find 
him there. 
At least you are certain to find 
him there if you are in good time. 
Most 
likely he’ll speak to you if you send in 
your name and business. 
He’s a haffable 
gentleman after all, in spite of people being 
so frightened of him. 
B:css your heart, 
sir, I’d take any chance and show you iu 
directly if he were at home ; but though 
it be his home, it’s the worst place in the 
world where to find him.” 
At all events, I had now got hold of a 
piece of definite intelligence in return for 
my money. 
1 made my way to the Hoi- 
born end of Chancery lane. 
How well I 
remember the tall, dingy houses, the con­ 
fusion of public and private buildings and 
offices, and then the Courts of law opening 
up its great wide silent spaces ! 
It was a 
delight to me to remember that up a dark 
staircase we might come upon a lovely 
chapel, with windows full of stained glass, 
aud noble music, and oftentimes the silver 
oratory of a cifted preacher. 
I threaded a 
variety of complications among the law 
Courts, where I saw quite a variety of 
Judges sitting in robed state, as like one 
another as one egg is to another egg, or one 
old woman to another old woman.

want to see the Lord Chancellor without 
telling you all about it.” 
“ But I am the Lord Chancellor,” said 
the little old man, with another of those 
penetrating gazes. 
1 was really so dumbfounded that I did 
not at all know what to say. 
“ You look to me,” he sa-d, with an­ 
other of those sharp looks which literally 
seemed to transfix one, “ like some poor 
devil of a curate who’s come out of the 
country to bother me about some living.” 
“ My lord,” I said, “ you have stated 
the facts of the ease with great accuracy. 
I am an unfortunate curate who has come 
up to London on purpose to speak about a 
living.” 
“ Come in here,” he said, with an 
amused twiükle of the eye and a not un­ 
kindly voice. 
“ I was just going away for 
the day, but I can spare you five min­ 
utes.” 
He led the way into a small room com­ 
fortably but very plainly furnished, noth­ 
ing like so good as my own study at Cher- 
riugtnn vicarage. 
“ Who are you, and what do you want ?” 
he said, with an almost cruel abruptness. 
I stated my ease in a few brief, but I 
really think I may venture to say vigorous 
aud well-chosen, words. 
At least 1 had 
conned them again and again during my 
recent journeying, in case I should manage 
to get an interview. 
“ Have you any references or papers of 
any kind ?” 
“ None, my lord, except a few words 
from my bishop. 
He is the only person 
of influence with whom I have any ac­ 
quaintance.” 
“ The Bishop of ------. 
I think Cher- 
ringtou is in his diocese.” 
“ Just so, my lord.”

The Chancellor rapidly glanced at it, and 
next he glanced at his watch. 
“ I see, Mr. Vavasour, that the five min­ 
utes of which I spoke to you are out.” 
I stood nnite aud disappointed. 
“ Would S o’clock in the morning be 
too early for you to call ou me at my resi­ 
dence ? ” 
“ 0 no, my lord,” I said. 
I should have said the same thing re­ 
specting any other hour he might have 
named. 
He gave me a nod, which I rightly inter­ 
preted a3 a dismissal.

ushered me into a dining-room close by. 
It was a dull cold morning, and the 
Lord High Chancellor was stretching his 
right honorable person on a rug in front of 
the fife. 
He advanced and shook hands. 
“ Ah, Mr. Vavasour, good 
morning. 
Have you breakfasted ” 
As a matter of fact I had only had a bis­ 
cuit and a glass of water. 
¡So 1 said I had 
Ueit. 
“ Very well. 
Then you shall have some 
breakfast with me. 
Burroughs,” to the 
man, “ bring some cold chicken and an­ 
other teacup.” 
I sat down amazed. 
In all my experi­ 
ence I had never heard of the like of this— 
that I should take a friendly bit of break­ 
fast with the Lord Chancellor. 
“ Now, Mr. Vavasour, not to keep you 
in suspense, I may tell you at once that I 
mean to give you my living of Cherring- 
ton.” 
“ My lord, my lord!” 
“ I find, Mr. Vavasour, that you are a 
scholar, which is not the case with every 
clergyman. 
1 find, also, that you have so 
far managed the parish of Cherrington very 
creditably. 
I have these two facts on the 
excellent testimony of the Bishop o f 
. 
Now I assure you, Mr. Vavasour, that I 
have very often great anxiety about these 
livings. 
I ain most anxious to appoint the 
best man. 
The difficulty is to 'find out the 
best man. 
But in the present case 1 have 
no difficulty ou this point. I can place the 
utmost reliauce upon your bishop’s recom­ 
mendation.” 
“ I am sure, my lord, that I will do my 
very best, all my days, to deserve it.” 
“ I am quite sure you will. 
But I ap­ 
point you simply and solely upon the 
strength of what the Bishop o f 
says 
about you. 
I have not sat so long with 
him in the Upper House without seeing 
how thoroughly good and honest he is. 
And please tell the bishop when you next 
see him, with my best regards, that I have 
had great pleasure in giving you this living 
in consequence of his favorable report. 
After breakfast I will give you a line to 
my secretary of presentations, who will put 
you in the «ay of all necessary steps.” 
I hardly know how I got through my 
breakfast, but in some fashion I did so, and 
I know that it did me good. 
W ith a full 
heart I loft the house, knowing that my 
fortune was made. I glanced at Burroughs, 
the man in the hall. 
If I had had the 
money in my pocket, his half crown ought 
to have blossomed into a five-pound note. 
But I regret to confess that Burroughs has 
never received the five-pound note. 
Indeed, though I was now practically a 
bencficed clergyman, I had nothing in my 
pocket that could take me home. 
The 
thought occurred to me that I might ask a 
cousin of mine, a lawyer in a good way of 
business, to help me. 
I went and asked 
him to lend me a sovereign to enable me to 
return home. 
“ No,” he said, buttoning up his sensi­ 
tive breeches pockets. 
“ I make a rule 
never to lend anything to anybody.” 
“ As a minister of the gospel, I must 
remind you that we are told that we ought 
at times to lend.”

I did not express my opinion of the fel­ 
low, but borrowed a proffered sovereign to 
enable me to return to Mary aud the little 
ones. 
I sent it back to him in the shape 
of a guinea next day, and have not seen him 
from that day' to this. 
It is astonishing 
how ready people are to obligo you when 
you are in reality independent of their 
help. 
Even dear old Dawson left me, I 
believe, a much bigger slice of bis property 
than he would have done if I had been a 
poor man. 
This was the way in which I planted my 
footsteps on the first rung of the ladder of 
clerical promoiion, of that great success in 


life for which I cannot feel too humble and 
too grateful.

They have 
been the scene of rapid development, and 
thus the rapid decrease of blacks is to be ac­ 
counted for—not by an exodus or dyÍDg out, 
but by au infusion of whites. fl lie move­ 
ment of blacks in the North ern and Western 
States has apparently be.sn of little compara­ 
tive account. The migration of negroes has 
not attained to such dimensions as to be per­ 
ceptible here. The States from which the 
exodus principally took place—Mississippi, 
Louisiana aud North Carolina—have all ap­ 
parently gained heavily in relative propor­ 
tion of blacks, while Kansas, to which the 
major part went, has lost iu proportion to 
its increase in population, and Indiana has 
gained but slightly.” 
“ North American Indians” means those 
mingled with white men and not under tribal 
relations or upon reserva!ions.

During 1880 sixty-eight cities of the 
United States made weekly death reports 
to the National Board of Health, and in 
its bulletin of February 19, 18S1, the 
Board aggregates and tabulates the con­ 
tents of these reports, exhibiting the re­ 
sults for the year. 
From this table it ap­ 
pears that Vallejo, California, was the 
healthiest place reported in ISS0, and Nor­ 
folk, Virginia, the unhealthiest. 
The av­ 
erage life in Vallejo was S3.ó years, and 
only one person in 1,000 of population died 
of consumption, while in Norfolk the av­ 
erage life was only 27.9 years, aiul one 
person in 241 of population died of con­ 
sumption. 
The aggregate population of 
these sixty-eight cities is 7,309,937, the 
average duration of life in them was 44.5 
years, and there was one death from con­ 
sumption for every 320 of population, and 
one death from acute disease of the lungs 
for every 429 of population. 
In other 
words, of every 100 deaths 24 4 were from 
Ring diseases, and of these 14 were from 
consumption and 10 4 from acute dis-ases 
of the lungs. 
Four 
of the best cities 
for health were Yonkers. N. V., average 
life 70 years ; Omaha, Neb., average (18 
years; Utica, N. Y., 07.5 years ; Keokuk, 
Iowa, 07 1 years; and four of the worst 
cities w re Jacksonville, Fia., 35 years ; 
Vicksburg, Miss., 34 8 years ; Charleston, 
S. C., 31 3 years, aud Savannah, Ga , 30.6 
years. 
Iu Boston the average life was 
42 5 years, deaths by consumption 1 in 
240, by acute lung tlisease 1 in 330 of pop­ 
ulation ; iu New York, average life 37 
years, death by consumption 1 in 254. and 
in acute lung disease 1 in 200 ; in Phila­ 
delphia, life 47.8 years, consumption 1 in 
314, acute disease 1 in 844 ; in Cincinnati, 
life 47.S, consumption 340, acute disease 
494; Louisville, life 47 (5, consumption 
300, acute disease 410; Indianapolis, life 
47.8, consumption 447, acute disease 381 ; 
Chicago, life 4S. consumption 593, acute 
disease 453 ; St. l’aul, life 58.5, consump­ 
tion 501, acute disease 715 ; Sbd Francisco, 
life 51 8, consumption 295, acute disease 
459; New Orleans, life 41.3, consumption 
250, acute disease 5S4 ; St. Louis, life 52, 
consumption 447, acute disease 5S0. 
The 
difference between New York and Phila­ 
delphia in the general death rate and iu that 
from consumption is great ; in that from 
acute lung diserse it is striking. 
Next to 
lung diseases diarrhioil disorders cause the 
greater number of deaths. 
In every 100 
deaths from all causes in the OS cities 10 
are from diarrhieal disturbances, and there 
is one death from this source in every 436 
inhabitants.

The telegraph at that time was a source 
of great curiosity to almost every person 
along the route, particularly to the native 
population, who looked upon the construc­ 
tion of the line with the greatest wonder. 
Many of them in ignorance of its real 
purpose and not understanding the use of 
the poles erected along the road at regular 
intervals, strung with wire with a cross­ 
arm ou each pole, conceived the idea and 
expressed it as their belief that the Vau- 
kees were fencing in the country with 
crosses to keep the devil out. 
From this 
period the work was successfully carried 
on without any incident of importance 
until we reached San Jose. 
At this place 
the first regular station was opened. 
The 
office was fitted up ou the day following 
our arrival, and I soon had it prepared for 
business. 
While these preparations were 
being made the portion of the street front­ 
ing the office had rapidly rilled up with a 
crowd of people, a large proportion of 
whom were native Californians, all mani­ 
festing the greatest interest aud desiring 
to know what was going on. 
The day 
being warm, the windows of the office 
were wide open. 
As they opened on the 
sidewalk all that I was doing inside was 
plainly visible to those standing without. 
Observing the anxious and inquiring ex­ 
pression on the faces of those who had 
managed to get near enough to thrust their 
heads through the open window, it oc­ 
curred to ine to act in a very mysterious 
manner in order to see what effect it would 
have upon my spectators. 
I had just re­ 
ceived the first message from San Fran­ 
cisco, which, after it had been copied, I 
placed in au envelope. 
On seeing me do 
this my audience thought, as I supposed. 
I was prepariug the message for transmis­ 
sion. 
I took it fiom the table on which I 
had placed it, and instead of handing it to 
the boy for delivery, I put it, holding it in 
my hand, under the table, which was pro­ 
vided with sides sufficiently deep to hide 
the envelope from their view. 
As I did 
this I kept my eyes fixed on the wire, 
while, with my right hand, I cook hold oi 
the key and began w orking it. 
The mo­ 
ment the crowd heard the first click of tho 
instrument they all rushed from under the 
veranda out into the street to see the mes­ 
sage in the envelope pass along the wire. 
Ou seeing them rush out tumbling one 
over the other to catch a glimpse of the 
message, we on the inside burst out iuto 
one long and continued roar of laughter. 
Our laughing seemed to puzzle them still 
more. 
But little by little they began to 
realize that they had been made the vic­ 
tims of an innocent joke. 
They at first 
manifested signs of disappointment that 
their expectations had not been realized ; 
but instead of passing any time in vain re­ 
grets, they immediately set to work to find 
out what really had become of the myste­ 
rious message. 
And, after all, their con­ 
ception of this, although a mistakeu one, 
was a very rational one. 
To one who had 
neither heard of the telegraph and elec­ 
tricity, nor conceived the possible exist­ 
ence of the lattei, what could bo more 
natural tlian to suppose that the envelope 
and its contents were propelled under the 
agency of a motive power along the wire 
from one point to another. 
As they had 
failed to see it pass along the wire their 
second supposition was that the wire was 
hollow and that the envelope with its 
message inclosed was forced through the 
hollow part, and with this idea they asked 
whether such was not the ca3e ; nor would 
they believe the contrary until, for them­ 
selves, they had examined the end of the 
wire. 
Conviction ou this point put an end 
to their conjectures. 
The telegraph was 
to them the very hardest kind of a conun­ 
drum. 
It was impossible of solución. 
Tbeir final conclusion was that it was an 
enchained spirit—but whether a good one 
or an evil one they c .uld not quite deter­ 
mine—over which I had such control that 
it was obliged to do my bidding. 
Under 
thi3 impression they departed one hv one, 
looking upon both the telegraph aud myself 
as something, as the Scotchman would say, 
“ uncanny.” 
After having fully equipped 
the office at Sap Joss for business and 
placed it in regular telegraphic communi­ 
cation with Nan Francisco, I prepared to 
push on the next day for Stockton, when, 
just as we were on the point of starting, I 
discovered that the coils of wire that hart 
been stored at 8a 
Jose were much larger 
than those we had used between San Fran­ 
cisco and that point, and were conse­ 
quently more iilllcu t to handle without 
changing the n eL 
We made only three 
miles that day, camping at night in front 
of a farm-house, the occupant of which 
had left the Eastern States before the ad­ 
vent i l the telegraph. 
When nipper was 
over he visited our camp aid appeared 
much interested, watching me attentively 
while 1 was communicating with San Jose 
and Sun Francisco. 
He could not realize 
that it was possible for me to hold a con­ 
versation, through the medium of a little 
ticking instrument, with persons so far 
distant. 
Iu fact, he exuressed 
grave 
doubts as to the truthfulness of my asser­ 
tion that I was speakiug with any one at 
all, saying that it was impossible for any 
one to r’ad or interpret the clicks made by 
the little instrument in front of me. 
Aud 
so satisfied was he of the correctness of his 
views that he stated his willingness to 
back them up by a wager. 
He then re­ 
quested me to tell him what it «as I had 
just communicated. 
I told him I had in­ 
formed the operator at San Jose that the 
machinery 1 was using for paying out the 
wire needed some alterations, aud that I 
would return there the next morning to 
have the necessary changes made. 
He 
thereupon very kindly volunteered on cer­ 
tain conditions to take me to San Jose in 
his wagon. 
The conditions were that I 
would accept his offer to furnish water­ 
melons for the whole party on its being 
proved that the communication I had 
stated as having been sent by me to San 
Jose had been received at that office over 
the line. 
But to make sure that no advan­ 
tage should be taken of him, he requested 
me i to send another message to the effect 
that on our arrival at San Jose in the 
morning the operator must promptly ap- 
jiear at the door of the office and say 
“ Watermelons.” 
My agreement to do 
this seemed to increase the interest my 
rancher friend held in me, and he very 
generously tendered me the hospitality of 
his house, in which 1 enjoyed the luxury 
of an excellent bed. 
After a hearty break­ 
fast in the morning, a good pair of horses 
were brought out and attached to a buggy, 
in which was placed my reel, and we 
started for San Jose. 
Drawing up in front 
of the office we were met by the operator 
at the door, who promptly saluted us with 
“ Where a v the watermelon* / ” My com­ 
panion slapped me on the back, delighted 
at being fully convinced of the reality and 
importance of tho telegraph. 
The water­ 
melons were quickly provided, and as they 
were worth at that time a dollar or more 
aniece, they were considered a great treat. 
When the feast was over, he made many 
inquiries about the telegraph, examining 
into the mybteries of its working: after 
which, the changes in the wire-reel having 
in the meantime been made, we set out on 
our return to the camp, where, on our 
arrival in the afternoon, work was again 
resumed.—[James Gamble in April Cali­ 
fornian. 


P h y llo x era.—The French Commission 
on the Phylloxera held its final sitting 
under the Presidency of the Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce.

that no one had gained the 800,000 prize 
for an efficient remedy against the vine 
pest, although there had been a good deal 
of competition for the award. 
The reme­ 
dies formerly approved by the commission 
arc still recommended—submersion, sub 
phur of carbon and supercarbonate of 
potassium. 
The introduction of American 
stocks into the Department of the Gironde 
was also authorized, and the continuance 
of State aid was recommended to those 
departments that are trying to reconstruct 
their vineyards by the use of stocks from 
this conutry.

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AN UN WARRANTABLE 
ADJOURNMENT. 
The adjournment of the Assembly yes­ 
terday until Monday was wholly unjus­ 
tifiable. It \\ as done by the Democrats, 
and without doubt the purpose was to bring 
the Republicans into popular disfavor 
by making them responsible for a pro­ 
tracted session. Tricks of this kind, how­ 
ever, will not answer. They are certain 
to be exposed, and the public will not be 
left in any doubt as to where the respon­ 
sibility for them rests, or what they sig­ 
nify. The Democrats can only injure their 
own party by prolonging the extra session. 
They may do something more, indeed. 
They may direct attention to the dubious 
and ambiguous provisions of the Constitu­ 
tion upon which members rely for pay 
-nuring this extra session. There is room 
:bt a good deal of argument upon both 
i~kie£ of that question. 


THE SKINNING OF JERE BLACK. 
The statements of Jere Black on the 
railroad question have been eagerly quoted 
and republished by the journals which 
seek to popularize themselves with the un­ 
thinking by affecting an “ anti-monopoly 
attitude; but the crushing rejoinder 
made by Albert Fink to the Democratic 
demagogue appears somehow to have 
escaped the attention of those “ organs of 
“ public opinion.” \\ e have already com­ 
mented upon Mr. Fink’s caustic and con­ 
clusive letter, but it is worth recurring to, 
if only to emphasize the recklessness and 
dishonesty with which the so-called “ pop- 
“ ular ” side of this question is habitually 
conducted. The New V ork Tribune says 
of the episode: “ To see a man scien- 
“ titically skinned is an interesting spec- 
“ tacle. Judge Black, the principal orator 
“ of the so-called Anti-Monopoly meeting 
“ held at Cooper Institute in February, 
“ has undergone the skinning, and can- 
“ not complain that it was unscientific. 
“ Mr. Fink, Commissioner of the trunk 
“ line pool, has performed the operation, 
“ and with such effect that is difficult to 
“ see how any man having the faiutest 
“ trace of self-respect can again trust him- 
“ self before the public iu discussion of a 
“ subject upon which he has been proved 
“ to be either a3 ignorant or as mendacious 
“ as Judge Black is shown to be by his 
“ critic.” This is strong language, but 
not at all too much so for the facts. For 
J udge Black had asserted that the railroads 
robbed the people of $1)75,000,000 per an­ 
num ; and Mr. Fink has shown that the 
gross receipts of all the railroads iu the 
country, from all sources of revenue, have 
never exceeded $000,000,000 iu any year. 
It follows, therefore, either that Judge 
Black lied most flagrantly, or that the 
railroads stole $75,000,000 more than their 
entire receipts amounted to. Of course 
there can be no doubt as to the inference 
in this case. 
Again, Mr. Fink proved that Judge 
Black’s preposterous figures were reached 
by assuming that all the grain produced 
in the country was moved by rail only, 
and all the way from Chicago to New 
York, and through the whole year lb-30, 
at a rate which wa3 in force during the 
winter months only. As a matter of fact 
Mr. Fink shows that the entire amount of 
grain carried at the rate referred to by 
Judge Black produced a net receipt of 
only $2,800,000. Mr. Fink follows every 
specific assertion of the anti-monopoly 
champion fabricator, and demonstrates not 
only their utter falsity but their out­ 
rageous absurdity. He makes it as clear 
as noonday that no man who really de. 
sired to get at the truth of the matter 
could possibly have fallen into so many 
blunders, moreover, and he succeeds com­ 
pletely in proving that Judge Biack delib­ 
erately sought to misrepresent the case in 
the most damaging way possible. 
It is not, however, the shameless dishon­ 
esty and impudent mendacity of Judge 
Black that are the most remarkable features 
in this episode. It is the blind and reck­ 
less haste with which his absurd misrepre­ 
sentations have been caught up and re­ 
peated by the newspapers, and the eager­ 
ness with which so many of them have ac­ 
cepted every falsehood for truth, and have 
proceeded to draw arguments from these 
falsehoods. For this shows that instead of 
performing the function of critic to the 
public, and testing and analyzing whatever 
statements are made, the press generally is 
quite as easily misled as the most ignorant 
elements among the masses, and quite as 
indifferent to the demonstration of what it 
advocates. 
Let anybody who has any 
kind of reputation make any kind of wild 
statement, and countless newspapers w ill 
swallow the fiction without pausing an in­ 
stant, aud will then proceed w ith an owlish 
assumption of gravity am! deliberation to 
draw morals and inferences from the ur u- 
sense they have accepted. 
If this is the way history is being made 
now we may well commiserate our 
successors in their efforts to find out the 
truth about the present time. Here is an 
organized movement the avowed purpoee 
of wliich is to cure alleged abuses in trans­ 
portation by appropriate legislation ; and 
instead of beginning with a candid examin­ 
ation of the facts in the case, it proceeds 
with a tissue of misrepresentations so gross, 
fantastic and ridiculous as to excite amaze­ 
ment in all who are capable of reasoning or 
reflecting. The press then, which ought 
to act as a check upon all such blundering 
movements, shuts its eyes and gulps down 
every lying statement, and forthwith de­ 
clares that, seeing these things are so, it is 
indeed time steps were taken for reforming 
the situation. 
W hat hope or expectation of sober ami 
intelligent legislation can be justified by 
an agitation which thus sets out with ila- 
grant misrepresentation? How can the 
public know anything of the facts when 
the journals upon w hich they depend for 
their information are thus capable of being 
duped and hoodwinked by any brassy, im­ 
pudent demagogue who thinks to push his 
own political fortunes by attacking cor­ 
porate capital ? This man Jere Biaek is 
notoriously a candidate for the Presidency, 
and it is perfectly clear that he is using 
the Anti-Monopoly movement to further 
his aspirations. He thinks that if he tells 
lies enough about the railroads some of 
them will stick ; and that if he stirs up 
the country he will get the reputation of 
being a reformer. And so he formulates 
the cheap falsehoods which come handiest 
to him, and retails them at meetings, and 
when he is refuted and exposed as in this 
instance no doubt he trusts to the general 
one-sidedness of the majority of the press 
to screen him. Such tricks may fool the 
groundlings, but thinking men will refuse 
to be led by so reckless a falsifier as J udge 
Jere Black.... . i , 
—...- ■ 
THE DEADLOCK IN THE SENATE. 
The most conspicuous fact in the Senate 
deadlock is the complete subordination of 
the real business of the country to partisan 
schemes. 
There is urgent demand for 
many important matters. The Chinese 
treaties are awaiting ratification. The reor­ 
ganization of the Supreme Court, necessi­ 
tated by the ill health of several of the 
Judges, cannot be postponed without seri­ 
ous injury to manifold interests. 
But 
everything has been thrust into the back­ 
ground in order that a party contest over 
questions of office-holding may be fought 
out, and the debates have latterly turned 
almost exclusively upon the unwritten law 
of party management. 
The Democrats 
are no betteY than the Republicans in this, 
and the Republicans are no better than tho 
Dcrrocr»*». And when, for a moment, the 
atU . -.. ; .i 
. . . is relieved from the 


party fight over the Mahone bargain, it is 
perforce fastened upon another purely par­ 
tisan quarrel, namely that over the New 
York appointments. It would seem, in 
fact, as though the Senate had forgotten 
that it had any national duties to dis­ 
charge, and that the whole business of 
government had become a mere squabble 
over the spoils. This is not an encourag­ 
ing prospect, but it is the best the situa­ 
tion presents. 
The cost of all this contention to the 
country is of course great. The Senate is 
making its tight on the money of the tax­ 
payers. 
They are engaged in earning 
capital to he squandered in such frivolous 
yet fierce struggles. Can any man indicate 
the faintest public benefit to lie derived 
from the present deadlock ? Is there any 
great principle involved in it ? Are the 
Republicans resisting some threatened 
usurpation or assault upon the liberties 
of the people, or are the Democrats main­ 
taining the blockade in vindication of any 
high and beneficent doctrine ? Nothing of 
the kind. The Republicans have captured 
Mahone by a patent bargain, and the 
Democrats, who, no doubt, would have 
been equally ready to capture auy Repub­ 
lican Senator had the opportunity been 
presented, are doing their best to prevent 
the consummation of that bargain. The 
Republicans are determined to change the 
officers of the Senate. Not because the 
present officers have failed in their d u ty ; 
not because they have a better Secretary to 
install; but because, by reasoning per­ 
fectly inscrutable to the country, they 
think themselves under obligations to give 
that position to a man whose connection 
with the party has never brought it any­ 
thing but defeat and discredit, aud who 
has signalized his gratitude for pabt favors 
by first deserting and then trying to de­ 
stroy the organization which has done so 
much for him in the past. 
Republican Senators caunot expect that 
the party generally wiU regard with cither 
approval or tolerance the work in which 
they are now engaged. How Senators 
who pride themselves on being “ stalwarts” 
can have assumed their present position, is 
one of the mysteries of partisan politics. 
For they are notoriously fighting the bat­ 
tles, not of Republicans, but of renegades 
and Democrats. It cannot be seriously 
pretended that George C. Gorham is en­ 
titled to be regarded as a member of the 
Republican party. Even though he has 
served in the National Committee, the fact 
that his personal efforts have been directed 
against that organization in the most vir­ 
ulent way, remains unexplained aud un­ 
excused. Ho has tried to rule the party, 
and failing in that, he has tried to ruin it. 
And for this kind of service he is now to 
be rewarded with honorable and lucrative 
office at the hand3 of the representatives 
of those whom he has done his beat to be­ 
tray. Senators are liable to find their 
present course in regard to Mr. Gorham a 
very awkward and damaging precedent 
hereafter. It is not by such action that 
party loyalty is encouraged, or that faith­ 
ful service is to be obtained. 
Nor is the position of the Senate in re­ 
gard to Mahone and Riddleberger more 
inspiring or more interesting. These men 
are not only Democrats but advocates of 
repudiation. 
Several labored attempts 
have been made to disguise their actual 
financial standing, hut after all that has 
been said the fact that they are repudia- 
tors remains unaltered. When, therefore, 
the country sees that public business is 
blocked, that important interests of all 
kiudfi are suffered to take any amount of 
harm, in order to carry out the plans above 
indicated, it is impossible that any good 
results can follow. Such episodes tend to 
disgust thinking men everywhere. They 
raise the question whether both the pres­ 
ent national parties have not fallen into 
hopeless degeneracy. They create a belief 
that principles and convictions have ceased 
to animate party leaders, and that nothing 
remains but a blind and rcckleBs scramble 
for office. For it certainly cannot be al­ 
leged that there is anything more in the 
present deadlock, nor does the incidental 
difficulty between Senator Conkling and 
the President point another way. Here, 
as elsewhere, the quarrel is altogether one 
of spoils. Certain Senators desire to con­ 
trol the appointing power in their own sole 
interest. The Administration refuses, ap­ 
parently, to consent to such an arrange­ 
ment, and hence arises this dispute. 
When it is examined it is quite of a 
piece with the rest. The subjects are of 
a character in which the country has no 
real interest. All it can gather from the 
dead-lock is that the government is be­ 
coming more and more a question of spoils, 
and that public interests are oeing sacri­ 
ficed aud ignored more and more recklessly. 
It is a bad sign that Senators cannot see 
the drift of their course for themselves, for 
it proves that they are ceasing to be in 
anything like intimate communication with 
the people, and that they are consequently 
tending to a line of policy which will ulti­ 
mately bring them in direct conflict with 
public opinion. In short, the symptoms 
generally are morbid and unhealthy, and 
we think it fortunate for the Republican 
party that there are no important elections 
to take place in the near future. 


A SIGNIFICANT COMPLAINT. 
The Chicago T im e assents that the Leg­ 
islature of Illinois has for several years 
been deteriorating in quality, and that at 
last it has become a distinct nuisance in- 
stcad]of a benefit to the State. It says : 
“ That body of collective ignorance and 
“ folly called the Legislature of Illinois has 
“ for the space of three months furnished 
“ a continuons commentary on the useless- 
“ ness and the mischievousness, which is 
“ worse than uselessness, of the so-called 
“ State Legislatures.” The Timen proceeds 
to express its deliberate opinion that all 
State Legislatures have become useless, or 
worse, and that this has naturally and in­ 
evitably resulted from the elevation of the 
central government under the operation of 
the national principle. It is true that if 
this were entirely correct we ought to 
find in CongTess the superior ability which 
according to the theory of our contempo­ 
rary has been driven out of State politics, 
and that this increase in Congressional 
ability has somehow escaped notice. But 
we submit that the decline of the 
Illinois legislature may he attributed with 
even greater plausibility to other causes, 
and that the Times itself indicates what 
those other causes are. It thus describes 
the Illinois Legislature : “ It is a body 
“ containing, in either branch, notone man 
“ of first-rate abilities, and very few men 
“ of even average abilities. 
It is made up 
“ for the most part of cross-road politicians 


“ from the pastoral districts, and tap- 
“ room statesmen from the towns. 
It 
“ embodies, probably, a greater amount of 
“ political ignorance than aDy other general 
“ Assembly of Illinois could have boasted. 
“ * 
* 
* Its most distinctive character 
“ has been displayed in manifold mani- 
“ testations of a childlike faith in the 
“ omnipotence of legislative measures to 
“ regulate all the affairs of society, and of 
“ the individuals comprising society. In 
“ the evident view of the controlling part, 
“ its function is to regulate things, not by 
“ simple general laws to further the ad- 
“ ministration of justice, but by minute 
“ prescriptions of special rules of action 
“ for every human being, under all the 
“ possible circumstances of human life.” 
The Times thinks that "an eternal ad- 
“ journment of the assembly of regulative 
“ ignorance called the Legislature of Illi- 
" nois,” would be emphatically in the pub­ 
lic interest, and possibly this is so. But it 
docs not appear to be perceived that the 
blind passion for regulation which has been 
the main characteristic of the Illinois Leg­ 
islature is the legitimate outcome of the 
extraordinary doctrines preached by the 
United States Supreme Court in the famous 
Chicago Elevator case. In that case the 
Supreme Court took the position that the 
Legislature was competent to regulate any 
business or occupation into which a public 
use of any kind entered. Practically this 
was an assertion of the right of Legis­ 
latures to fix the price of everything, 
goods, services, and all imaginable transac­ 
tions. Practically it opened the door to 
the regulation cf all human transactions. 
Practically it put iato the hands of knaves 
and fools a leverage whereby the fabric of 
modern society might be overthrown. That 
an Illinois Legislature should exhibit an 
abnormal desire to regulate everything 
is perfectly natural aud intelligible, 
and when we reflect that the press of 
Illinois not long ago approved the regula­ 
tive doctrine of the .Supreme Court, we 
cannot wonder that that doctrine should 
have become popular. The plain truth is 
that when the Supreme Court adopted 
that amazing theory it took a departure 
which must inevitably lead to the rankest 
Communism if it is permitted its normal 
development. So mischievous and false a 
doctrine was never before enunciated by 
any Court of equal importance and author­ 
ity. It has been the germ of all the disor­ 
ganizing agitation which has afflicted this 
country ever since in increasing propor­ 
tions, and the people have only begun to 
perceive dimly the disastrous nature of it. 
The Illinois Legislature may be all that the 
Times says, but assuredly it never would 
have reached its present stage of degen­ 
eracy and mischievousness but for the de­ 
cision in Munn vs. Illinois. 


THE PRACTICE OF GIVING BONDS. 
The car conductors of Chicago have 
struck, and certainly not without an ap­ 
pearance of reason. They complain that 
they are expected to give bonds for the 
faithful performance of their duties :n the 
first place, and that they are compelled to 
work from twelve to fourteen hours a day 
for a wage of from $1 50 to $2. There 
can be no doubt that their work is very 
hard, and very ill paid, and perhaps the 
worst feature about it is the regulation 
compelling them to give bonus. This 
practice is one which has been greatly 
abused. It is of course a method by 
which employers seek to insure themselves 
against dishonesty. But there is no justice 
iu -the arrangement by which wealthy em­ 
ployers thus make other people guarantee 
the integrity of their employes. On the 
contrary, in the majority of cases this ¡3 an 
imposition on the public. Here for instance 
is a great corporation, municipal or other­ 
wise, and it requires that for every man 
it puts in a position of trust half a dozen or 
a dozen citizens who are not interested iu 
the contract at all, shall become sureties 
for the good faith of the individual. Why 
should not great corporations do their own 
insurance in such cases ? 
Is it that 
they are too poor to take the risk ? Yet 
they will allow individual citizens to put 
the whole of their property at stake upon 
bonds in these cases. In the case of public 
officers the practice of exacting heavy 
bonds appears to be an attem pt to com­ 
pensate in this indirect way for the care­ 
lessness and bad judgment too often con­ 
spicuous in the choice of candidates. 
But it ought to be plain enough that 
the real remedy for dishonest office­ 
holders consists in the exercise of greater 
care and discrimination in the filling 
of offices. That is not a good system 
which 
proceeds on the theory that 
honest and dishonest men may be put on 
an equality by making them give bonds. 
The honest man does not need guarantees ; 
and the dishonest man is not bound by 
them. Sooner or later he will act after his 
kind, and then his bondsmen are made 
scapegoats, and are punished for an offense 
really committed by the people themselves. 
If the people knew that they would have 
to bear the loss when defalcations were 
committed, they would soon learn to exer­ 
cise due caution in electing candidates for 
fiduciary positions. As it is they rely en­ 
tirely upon the bonds of the office-holder, 
and thus many improper 
selections 
are made. 
The whole bond system is 
at the bottom merely a shifting of 
responsibility. It is the parties to con­ 
tracts who ought to bear all the risk of 
their engagements, and there is no equity 
in making outsiders accountable. 


TdE CHINESE AT THE EAST. 
It is somewhat curious that the Chinese 
who go East appear to develop a fierceness 
and an intractability very seldom seen on 
the Pacific Coast. The scene related in 
our dispatches yesterday, at the Belleville 
laundry, where the Chinamen threatened 
their employer with condign vengeance 
for discharging them, has had no parallel 
on this side of the mountains. 
There 
must be something in the atmosphere of 
the Atlantic States which predisposes John 
to mutiny and disaffection, for quite a series 
of similar outbreaks and demonstrations 
have now occurred. It is interesting to 
note that John as a washerman does not 
appear to be a success at the East. Here 
we have become so used to his barbarous 
and destructive habits in that occupation 
that we bear them meekly, but our neigh­ 
bors are not yet accustomed to having 
their clothing pounded to ribbons, proba­ 
bly, and so it is discovered that John is 
not the right man in the right place. If 
some Christian would introduce civilized 
laundry work on this coast it would doubt­ 
less be a boon, but hitherto all attempts of 
the kind have ended in the employment of 
Chinese, and sometimes the last state of the 
public has been worst than the first. 


REVIEW OF 
BOOKS. 


T he I rish L axd Qcsstiox. W hat i i L x v o tn a, and 
How A ioxs It Can re Settler An Appeal to the 
Land Leagues. By Henrr George. New York ■ 
D. Appleton A Co. 
In this pamphlet Mr. George has utilized 
the Irish land question to further his special 
views upon the general land question. He 
sets out with an affirmation of the statement 
of Mr. Justice Fitzgerald that the land laws 
of Ireland are more favorable to the tenant 
than those of Great Britain, Belgium, or the 
United States, and he proceeds to demon­ 
strate the correctness of this assertion. He 
claims that as regards tenant rights the Irish 
have absolutely less ground for protest than 
the American people; that their tenure is 
practically identical with our own ; that, in 
effect, “ the Irish land system, which is so 
“ much talked of as though it were some 
“ peculiarly atrocious system, is essentially 
“ the same land system which prevails in all 
“ civilized countries, which we of the United 
“ States have accepted unquestionicgly, and 
“ have extended over the whole temperate 
" zone of a new continent—the same system 
“ which all over the civilized world men 
“ are accustomed to consider natural and 
“ just.” This opening is certainly not calcu­ 
lated to please the Land Leaguers, and it in­ 
volves aHo a sharp rebuke of those American 
politicians who, in the House of Representa­ 
tives not long ago passed a resolution con­ 
demning Great Britain for not amending 
the “ oppressive ” land laws of Ireland; the 
said Representatives, according to Mr. George, 
being stupidly ignorant of the fact that they 
could not condemn the Irish land laws with­ 
out condemning their own in the same breath. 
Mr. George puts the question boldly: 
“ IV hat would the Irish landlords lose, what 
“ would the Irish tenants gain, if, to-mor- 
“ row, Ireland were made a State in the 
“ Union, and American law substituted for 
“ English law ?” And he answers it by saying : 
“ The truth is that the gain would be to the 
“ landlords, the loss to the tenants.” It will 
be gathered from these indications that our 
author does not beiieve in any of the reme­ 
dies for Irish discontent which have been 
proposed, and this will not surprise such as 
have read his book, “ Progress and Poverty.” 
His theory is that all the political and nearly 
all the social ills which afflict society are due, 
directly or indirectly, to private ownership 
in land. He holds that this system of land 
tenure ought to be abolished, and he proposes 
the straightforward and easily intelligible 
method of confiscation as the best means of 
accomplishing his object. In the present 
instance he seeks to apply this proposition to 
the case of Ireland. The land of Ireland, 
he argues, belongs to the whole people. It 
should therefore be restored to them. If it 
belongs to them, however, the present holders 
can have no right to it, aud consequently can 
have no title to compensation. Therefore it 
ought to be taken from them without com­ 
pensation, and thenceforth held by the State 
for the whole people, and never again parted 
with permanently to any one. Of course 
Mr. George maintains that this method 
should be applied all over the world, and he 
merely avails himself of the case of Ireland 
to point bis argument, and to demonstrate 
the futility of all the remedies widen have 
hitherto been proposed by the Land Leagues 
and all who have undertaken to discuss the 
question. 
The pamphlet is written with great elo­ 
quence, force, felicity of illustration and 
pictures*)ueness of style. It is due to Mr. 
George to say that however we may disagree 
with his conclusions it is impossible not to 
admire and take pleasure ia his mode of 
writing. In the present instance, however, 
perhaps owing to the necessary condensa­ 
tion of the argument, some of the propositions 
which appeared to us most defective in his 
larger work, stand out with quite startling 
deformity. Before noticing these, however, 
it may be well to state succinctly the extent to- 
which his position on the land question seems 
justified by reason, experience and author­ 
ity. The right of private ownership in laud 
has 
almost 
always 
been 
treated 
by economists with exceptions and reserva­ 
tions, and for obvious reasons. If any natural 
rights are postulated, the right of existence 
must be held to involve the right to main­ 
tain existence. 
But without lwcd (theo­ 
retically at least) this would be impossible. 
And if private ownership in land is per­ 
missible in equity, then it is clear that the 
whole surface of the earth might be claimed 
by half the human race, to the absolute ex­ 
clusion and consequent destruction of the 
other half. The assumption of natural rights, 
therefore, necessitates the assumption that 
private ownership in land is inadmissible. 
It Is true that a great deal may be said on 
the other side. The assumption of natural 
rights is one which will not bear too close an­ 
alysis. When people are making a serious 
argument they cannot be permitted to base it 
upon a supposition as to what God or Nature, 
or whatever the first cause may be styled, in­ 
tended. When, for instance, Mr. George 
sayB “ The earth is an entailed estate—en- 
“ tailed upon all the generations of the chil- 
“ dren of men, by a deed written in the con- 
“ stitution of Nature, a deed that no human 
“ proceedings can bar, and no prescription 
“ determine ”—his language carrys absolutely 
no intelligible meaning. What does he mean 
by the “ constitution of Nature?” So far a3 
anyone can say. Nature, meaning the aggre­ 
gate of existing phenomena, has conferred 
neither rights nor privileges, in the common 
sense of those words, upon any creature. To 
say that Man inherits the Earth is rhetorical; 
it is not philosophical. As a fact man does 
not inherit the earth any more than the 
horses or the cows or the lions or 
the elephants 
inherit 
it. 
He 
has 
certain capacities and powers, which, accord­ 
ing to circumstances, he may or may not be 
able to turn to beneficial account. But if 
we question Nature as to the meaning of her 
institutions she is silent; and if we question 
experience we can only gather the conclusion 
that there are no such things as “ natural 
rights,” but that every creature is the slave 
of circumstance, and that the control of cir­ 
cumstance is beyond human capacity. Those 
who talk most glibly about natural rights do 
not, as a rule, know what they are thinking 
of. 
F’itz-.Tames Stephen observes that “ As 
“ against God or fate, whichever you please, 
“ men have no rights at all, not even the right 
“ of existence.” The idea of rights cannot 
arise at all until civilization has made some 
progress. Hobbes was right when he de­ 
clared that a state of nature is a state of 
war. Might constitutes right there, and 
the only measure of justice is the will of the 
strongest. 
It is true that government 
by force is not 
abandoned 
in 
the 
more advanced stages of society ; it is but 
concealed. The hand of modern Society is 
an iron hand, equally with that of ancient So­ 
ciety, hut it is covered with a velvet glove. 
The reformers and philosophers who appeal 
to elemental rights as they conceive them, 
are on very unstable ground. If they place 
their arguments upon the foundation of 
Equity, admitting that Equity is after all an 
artificial and not a natural system, they’ will 
be in a far stronger position. Fog it should 
be clear that there is no such thing as equity 
in Nature. Her phenomena are doubtless 
controlled by law, but it is law in which no 
consideration of human needs or desires er 
weaknesses can be traced. We can gather 
from a contemplation of Nature no conclu­ 
sions upon which to base an ordered society. 


We can learn thence nothing but the lesson 
that the forces of the Universe are relentless, 
passionless, immutable, inscrutable. 
If 
we wish to organize rational systems of 
civilization we must look within, instead of 
without. 
It is not, then, upon any natural right that 
the argument against private ownership in 
land can be made to rest, and Mr. George, 
in common with many other thinkers, has 
fallen into a mistake here. If, however, the 
fallacy of private ownership in land can be 
demonstrated upon other grounds, the result 
reached will be the same, and of the possi­ 
bility of that demonstration none who have 
examined the subject with any care can en­ 
tertain a doubt. We know of uo work in 
which the various arguments which have been 
advanced on this head are better or more 
clearly summarized thau in the concluding 
chapter of M. de Laveleye’s “ Primitive Prop­ 
erty.” Whoever desires to work out the 
question for himself Bbould consult that book. 
It is true, also, that Mr. Herbert Spencer 
has discussed this subject quite elaborately iu 
his “ Social Statics.” With some of the latter 
thinker’s premises we cannot agree, aud 
we believe that he himself has modified several 
of the ideas which he laid down in that—his 
first printed work. 
We think, however, 
that the case against the equity of private 
ownership in land may be regarded as made, 
and we will proceed to other considerations. 
Granting that Equity requires the abolition 
of private ownership in land, we must separate 
from Mr. George at the point where he 
proposes to resume the laud by confiscation. 
It does not signify hew this confiscation is 
effected, whether by taxation or by decree. 
It remains the fact that it is confiscation, 
ami we deny altogether the soundness and 
force of the argument by which Mr. George 
attempts to justify the proposed wholesale 
robbery. 
His argument is that inasmuch as the 
institution of private property in land 
was originally wrong, no amount of pre­ 
scription can make it right. In this he only 
follows Herbert Spencer, but we think 
it possible to show (however audacious such 
an attempt may seem) that they are both 
wrong. In the first place the assumption 
that all private ownership in land arose out 
of violence and robbery is far too sweeping. 
It is an assertion quite incapable of proof, 
yet it is an assertion the proof of which is 
absolutely necessary to the vindication of 
air. George’s argument. In the second place 
it appears to us that he confuses what is with 
what ouijht to be. For example, he says 
“ Either the land of Ireland rightfully be­ 
" longs to the Irish landlords, or it rightfully 
“ belongs to the Irish people ; there can he 
“ no middle ground.” Now it seems to us 
that there is here exhibited a quite curious 
confusion of thought. Mr. George appears 
to be trying to measure a condition of things 
which is the result of artificial law, by 
principles which are based upon quite 
different reasonings. 
If we say “ The 
" land of Ireland at present belongs to 
“ thelandlords, but it ought to belong to the 
“ whole people,” we express a state of things 
which accords with the facts, and we in­ 
dicate a method by which the demands of 
equity may eventually be complied with. 
Mr. George contends that because the first 
assertion of private ownership to the land 
was illegitimate, therefore no subsequent 
change of ownership can have given the 
present owners a valid title. But it is not 
true that in any such sense as he uses the 
words, the first establishment of private 
ownership was illegitimate. Land was con­ 
ferred for State services, and was loDg held 
on condition of rendering such services. Nor 
is it true that no subsequent changes can 
have given the present owners a valid title. 
If any wroDg was done at first in establishing 
private ownership of land, it was done, not 
to individuals, but to the community. But 
in the course of time, as land passed from 
hand to hand, it was repeatedly bought with 
the earnings of productive industry, and 
those earnings being invested in it established 
a distinct and undeniable property right in it. 
Herbert Spencer’s reasoning on this head 
is emphatically sophistical, and air. George's 
very much more so. AH over the world to­ 
day enormous masses of capital are invested 
in land ; capital which was honestly created 
or earned by its possessors; which in no 
sense could be said to belong to the State, 
and which cannot be confiscated under any 
pretext without the perpetration of naked 
robbery. We may retaliate upon air. George 
with his own argument here. We may say 
that since the capital with which the land 
has been purchased did not in the beginning 
belong to the State ; since it was the un­ 
doubted product of individual energy, skill, 
labor, perseverance; it never can become 
other than the property of the owners, and 
the State can by no means create a right to 
it. Again, if the land belongs to the whole 
people, it certainly belongs as much to those 
who hold it as to any others. But air. 
George’s plan would ignore their proprietary 
interest altogether, and would not only con­ 
fiscate the capital they have invested, but 
deny them their share in the common estate. 
Herbert Spencer has not gone so far as 
this. He denies the right of private owner­ 
ship in land, but he suggests no mode of re­ 
form into which the principle of compensa­ 
tion shall not enter. Thus he observes 
(“ Social Statics ”) : “ No doubt great difficul­ 
tie s must attend the resumption, by rnan- 
“ kind at large, of their light to the soil. 
“ The question of compensation to existing 
“ proprietors is a complicated one—one that 
“ perhaps cannot be settled in a strictly equi- 
“ table manner. Had we to deal with the 
“ parties who originally robbed the human 
“ racecf its heritage, we might make short 
“ work of the matter. But, unfortunately, 
“ most of our present landowuers are men 
“ who have, either mediately or immediate- 
“ ly—either by their own acts, or by the acts 
“ of their ancestors—given for their estates 
“ equivalents of honestly-earned wealth, be- 
“ lieving that they were investing their sav- 
“ ings in a legitimate manner. To justly 
“ estimate and liquidate the claims of such, 
“ is one of the most intricate problems society 
“ will one day have to solve.” It appears to 
ns that there can be no reasonable doubt as 
to the soundness of thi3 proposition, and we 
are compelled to regard air. George’s labo­ 
rious Captain Kidd argument as both irrele­ 
vant and flimsy. Nothing can alter or conceal 
the fact that the present purchasers of land 
have for the most part obtained it by giving 
for it, as Spencer says, “ equivalents of 
“ honestly-earned wealth ; ” and no soph­ 
istry can obscure the truth that to tako the 
results of these investments away from the 
investors without compensation, would be in 
no respect more honest or justifiable than to 
take the equivalents in specie or other wealth, 
of the lands so sought to be confiscated. 
We are indeed surprised that a thinker 
usually so acute as Mr. George should 
have drifted into the utterly untenable posi­ 
tion which he occupies in this regard. It 
would almost seem as if he had been driven 
to it by the difficulties of the only really 
equitable scheme of resumption, which is that 
of compensation. It might be thought that 
in his impatience to devise a practicable plan 
he hal been gradually led to ignore the 
equities of the cas?, and that finally he had 
sought to solve the Gordian knot in the Alex­ 
andrian way. For it is only necessary to 
analyze his proposition to make it clear that 
it could only be adopted at the expense of an 
amount of injustice and public robbery 


against which no civilization could conten ’, 
and that in attempting to reorganize property 
in land he would destroy all property. This 
confiscation method is certainly the worst 
defect in Mr. George’s system, but it is Dot 
the only one. It has apparently not occurred 
to him that if the land was all held by the 
State, and if all rents went to the State, and 
if rents produced a large surplus revenue, 
and if a policy of internal improvements 
with this surplus were adopted, au era cf 
jobbery aud peculation would ensue to which 
the contract thieveries of the rebellion would 
seem as nothing, and this corruption would 
increase iu proportion to the spread ot demo­ 
cratic institutions. 
Iu short air. George’s scheme for the re­ 
generation of Ireland and all other lands ap­ 
pears to us to be in its final expression equally 
unphilosophical and inequitable, it is the 
more to be regretted that he should have 
fallen ir.to such serious errors because the 
audacity and dogmatism of his assertions, and 
the grace and eloquence of his style, are calcu­ 
lated to impress the ignorant and thoughtless 
with a belief iu the truth of his statements. 
Mr. George is a dangerous leader aud 
a dangerous teacher, iu fact. He jug­ 
gles with half truths and clever sophis­ 
tries 
so dextrously that 
unless 
we 
watch him very closely' the flaws in his 
argument are apt to escape notice. But his 
reasoning is in several important particulars 
extremely fallacious, and on the most impor­ 
tant point of all, tiRi iely, the question of 
remedies for the existing evils of private land 
tenure, it is so wild ami wrong as to he reaiiy 
cnlpable. No man o n I . justified in pio- 
posing measures which will either set the 
world in flames or result in wholesale plun­ 
der^ and its corollaries, uni* -s he can bring to 
their support very much stronger ami more 
defensible reasons than air. Gem go has yet 
excogitated in any of his writings.

CITY BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The C ity Board of Education m et last 
evening, the special business being the fur­ 
ther consideration of the proposed new rules 
and regulations. 
Air. Rowell, of the Sacramento Grammar 
School, in behalf of the Principals of the 
grammar schools and H igh School, and the 
first-grade teachers of grammar schools, pre­ 
sented a new plan of promotions. 
In brief 
it was to have teachers in the grammar grades 
go up from fourth to second grade with their 
classes, and then begin again with the fourth 
grade : and that from the first grade to the 
H igh School promotions be made on the 
recommendation 
of 
all 
the 
first-grade 
teachers. 
The same rule to apply to the 
three grades of the H igh School. 
In this 
plan the written exam inations will be aban­ 
doned, and the 82,500 of cost of the two 
weeks’ of exam ination would be saved, and 
each teacher would thus pass through the 
torse grades w ith her pupils. B y it, too, Mr. 
Johnson explained, teachers would be better 
qualified to teach, as they would know how 
to tench with a view to what preparation is 
required i: the lower grade for a higher one. 
There would te Eaved ten days’ teaching now 
lost by two weeks beit g devoted to exam ina­ 
tions. 
In re.-ponse 
to questions by Air. 
Mesick. the Principals replied that it is 
clearly proven that teachers competeut to 
teach in the fourth grade are competent for 
the third grade. 
Air. Tracy said he had had 
applications from teachers to be permitted to 
go right on w ith their pupils from fourth to 
third grad*. 
Mr. Rowell said if Principals 
were strict to duty the incapacity of a teacher 
would be found out under 
this system. 
Superintendent Landes was not prepared 
to approve or disapprove of the plan, hut he 
doubted, from present thought, the plan as it 
related to the promotion of teachers. 
Mr. Tracv said it was new to him, but he 
did think it" would better qualify the teach­ 
ers, and the sole questiou was, would it bene­ 
fit the pupils ? 
The matter was discussed by the members, 
and laid over for further consideration, and 
to enable the plan to be plainly drawn up 
and set forth, with a view of having the 
teachers of the High and Grammar School 
first grad-s, and Principals, present with the 
Board when the subject is again discussed. 
The Board then went into a consideration 
of all its rules. 
Am ong the rules proposed 
by the Committee on Rules is one to add one 
hour to the daily school session, to be devoted 
wholly to study, and in which there shall be 
no recitations. 
Another new propositi*-n is 
to have an em ploym ent com mittee of three, 
to examiue and pass upon the qualifications 
* f appli-ants for position, subject to approval 
by the Board. 
A lso to consider the fitness 
of teachers under employment, and report on 
their fitness, and when deemed proper to rec­ 
ommend dismissals and em ployments, and to 
hear charges and com plaints and report them 
to the Board. 
The matter was debated at length, Mr. 
Mesick supporting the proposition strenu­ 
ously, aud saying that a weeding out is needed 
in the Board, aud there needs to be some one 
to initiate it. 
Air. Tracy supported the plan also, and 
urged its necessity. 
The Board by a vote of four to four re­ 
fused to adopt the plan. 
B y a like vote it 
refused to have a com m ittee on promotions 
or examinations. 
The ayes (for the two new 
rules) were Messrs. Tracy, Alesick, Stalker 
and Herzog. 
X ays— Messrs. Butler, Lord, 
W iemeyer and Hammer. 
During the debate 
Air. M esick announced that it was his inten­ 
tion to resign his position on the Board, and 
he there! re had no selfish interest in the adop­ 
tion of the proposed rules. 
The Board adopted a number of rules re­ 
ported by its com mittee, such as the mariner 
of awarding contracts, the duties of standing 
committees, etc. 
It did not complete its re­ 
view and amendment of its rules last even­ 
ing, and adjourned until Monday at 7;30 P. 51.

H e proved insufficient f r the task, whereupon 
both the so-called women came to his aid and 
laid heavy blows upon “ Eo, the poor Injun,” 
with billets of wood, during which operation 
they broke his leit arm near the elbow. They 
then fired him out in this condition upon tile 
street, and he was taken to the police station 
ami the broken member set b y the City 
Physician.

The Marquis Du Lau owns a statuette of 
w hite marble by a celebrated sculptor. 
It 
represents a lady of the Court of Henry 
II. 
H er frail and pliant figure is molded 
in a long brocade petticoat, Blightly turned 
u p on one side. 
Her bust is incased in a 
Btiff waist loaded with precious stones. 
T he head íb delicate and noble, with a pro­ 
file of the Renaissance, and her features 
are chiseled as finely as a cameo. 
A cap 
adorned with streaming feathers hides a 
portion of her hair. 
Such is this statuette 
— a jewel becomes a woman—a little fairy 
—half object of art, half apparition. 
It 
is the portrait |of Her Koval Highness the 
Princess of Wales, by M. D'Epinay—an 
exquisite and truly royal image, represent­ 
ing better than any other an almost super­ 
natural beauty. 
Once descended from her pedestal the 
Princess becomes a gentle, kind young 
woman, a careful mother and an unpre­ 
tending, almost citizen-like housewife. 
It 
is noticeable that when people seek to 
praise a princess they call her citizen-like, 
while in praise of an ordinary citizen’s wife 
they will say that she is a princess in man­ 
ner.

For the ordinary globe-trotter to tarry 
long enough in India to familiarize himself 
with all the Eastern forms of religion 
would be to relinquish his proud boast that 
he has “ traveled more miles, seen more 
‘ sights, ’ and crossed more waters than any 
other ‘ scenery sharp ’ in the, same length 
of time who has ‘ been on the round ’ this 
year : ” but for even a “ rounder” to visit 
Bombay without observing the Parsee and 
his customs would be as impossible as to go 
to Venice without seeing the gondolas. 
Bombay, w ith its 800,000 inhabitants, 
owes to this not inconsiderable people 
something of a debt for their making them­ 
selves so well observed, and, when thor­ 
oughly known, so well esteemed. 
\\ ithin 
the limits of their faith there is no beg­ 
gary. 
If they have poor they feed and 
clothe them, and if they have sick they

them. Throughout

East 
the 
various 
and 
elaborate 
turbans’ 
worn are marvelous to look at, but the 
most gorgeous turban ever folded “ hides 
its diminished bead ” when placed in con­ 
trast to the mirth-provoking though som­ 
ber head-gear which marks the Parsee. 
Seeing for the first time hosts of men 
goiDg through the streets wearing what 
looks like a section of stove-pipe glazed 
and then dotted all over with infinitesimal 
gilt specks, said atove-pipes minus a rim 
anil the back bent down toward the front 
as if intended to be used as a whistle in an 
emergency, the natural impulse is to shout 
with laughter; and it is only when this 
“ shocking bad h a t” is understood to b e 
the badge of their persecution, their cross, 
put upon them in derision, which they have 
carried gladly and proudly, despising the 
shame for faith’s sake, and so elevated to 
the dignity of a crown, we beDd before it 
in respectful reverence. 
The Parsees are 
immensely rich and powerful, no m atter 
w hether that wealth wa3 acquired by in­ 
heritance, 
by 
frugality 
or commerce. 
Splendid and luxurious carriages drawn by 
two and not infrequently four rull-hlooded 
Arabian horses, with a syce or footman 
running on at the head of each, roll 
through the streets aud throng the “ bun­ 
der,” or quay, where the baud plays at 
sunset, and usually from among the cush­ 
ions rise the gloomy spire of the Parsee’s 
improbable hat greatly to the disappoint­ 
ment of the “ rounder” who has gazed 
earnestly expecting that no one short of a 
Viceroy o ra Governor-General would turn 
up out of such splendid surroundings. 
But the penance of peculiar dress is car­ 
ried to sush an extreme by the male sex, that 
the females have nothing to do but array 
themselves like the lilies of the field, 
clothed in silks and satins whose silken 
and golden embroidery emit a sheen which 
fairly dazzles western eyes ; loaded with 
jewels festooned with strings of pearls, 
arms weighed down with bangles and legs 
covered with silver anklets nearly to the 
knee ; veiled iu gold or silver gauze, shod 
in sandals of satin which disdain the soil 
of the streets, they walk or sit beside 
their husbands the realization of all one’s 
early dreams of oriental splendor. 
Even 
the children are clothed in embroidered 
silks and laden w ith bangles, till one is 
forced to conclude th at it is only upon 
reaching man’s estate one is permitted to 
wear the dress which gives him his pecu­ 
liar place among the religious people of 
the Eastern world.

The Journal o f Chemistry says: A tten­ 
tion has recently been calied to a new risk 
of chronic poisoning by the old enemy, 
lead. W hat we call tin vessels are in daily 
use in every household in the land. 
They 
are cheap, durable and convenient, and 
have been considered perfectly safe for the 
thousand ordinary purposes to which they 
are devoted. 
They are sate if the tin plate 
is honestly made. But, unfortunately, this 
is not always to be counted upon. 
Tin is 
comparatively cheap, but lead is cheaper, 
and an alloy of the two metals may Ire 
used in place of the dearer one, with profit 
to the manufacturer. 
The alloy is readily 
acted upon 
by 
acids, 
and 
salts of 
lead are thus 
introduced 
into food. 
The Michigan Stats Board of Health has 
lataly been investigating this subject, hav­ 
ing been led to do so by a letter from a 
physician, who found that certain cases of 
w hat bad been taken for chorea were really 
paralysis agitans, which could he traced to 
this kind of lead poison. Other cases were 
brought to light in which children had died 
j of meningitis, tits and paralytic affections 
, caused by milk kept in such vessels, the 
acid in the fluid having dissolved the 
J lead. 
Malic, citric and other fruit acids 
; are, of coarte, quicker and more energetic 
in their action on the pernicious alloy. 
, The danger is the greater because the 
lead salts are cumulative poisons. 
The 
I effect of one or two small doses may 
infinitesimal 
will in the 
end prove injurious, if not fatal. 
Analysis 
of a large number of specimens of the tin 
plate used in culinary articles showed the 
presence of an alloy with lead in almost 
every instance, and often in large quanti­ 
ties. 
It is safe to assert that a large pro­ 
portion of the tin wares in the market are 
unfit for use on this account. 
This cheap 
tin has opened a field of speculation to the 
packers of canned fruits, meats and vegeta­ 
bles, which, if taken advantage of, must 
necessarily result most disastrously to pub­ 
lic health. 
Too much caution cannot be 
exercised in purchasing canned goods to see 
that an attractive label does not cover a 
dangerous lead covered can. 


DIVORCE IN NEW ENGLAND.

The sum is getting larger 
This seems strange, but it is 
vast sum of-money, or much 
drawn by simply applying for 
r is entitled to it and has the 
>nd on which the interest is 
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The organization of the New England 
Divorce Reform League iu this city, with 
membership including distinguished citi­ 
zens of each of the New England States, 
indicates a more energetic warfare upon 
a growing evil of our social system than 
has yet been W3ged. 
I t is very evident 
that some influence must be exerted, either 
moral or legal, if the sanctity of the family 
relation, on which our society is based, 
is to be maintained. 
For the increase in 
the frequency of divorce ha9 been so rapid 
as to attract the attention of the most care­ 
less observer. 
Mr. Dike, in his Monday 
lecture, presented some very striking and 
interesting statistics on this subject. 
In 
Vermont in 1S60 there were 94 divorces. 
In the same State in 1S78 there were 107. 
In New Hampshire the rate had increased 
from 159 in 1S70 to '240 in 1875. 
In Mas­ 
sachusetts the number had increased from 
449 in 1870 to 000 in 1878. 
In Massachu­ 
setts in 1S7S there was one divorce for 
every 21.8 marriages, as against one di­ 
vorce to every 41 marriages in 1850. 
In 
1S78 2,072 divorces were granted in New 
England, of which 437 were in Maine, 241 
in New Hampshire, 197 in Vermont, 000 
in Massachusetts, 401 in Connecticut, and 
190 in Rhode Island. 
The population of Massachusetts being 
larger than that of any other New England 
State, the relative proportion of divorces is 
not so great with us. 
On the basis of pop­ 
ulation by the present census there was one 
divorce to every 819 inhabitants iu Maine ; 
one to every 1,443 in New Hampshire ; one 
to every 1,637 in V erm ont; one to every 
2,973 in Massachusetts ; one to every 1,553 
iu Connecticut, and one to every 1,111 in 
Rhode Island. 
But the Catholic marriages 
are, in four States, 27 per cent, of the 
whole. 
Assuming what is very nearly 
true, that there are no divorces among 
these, the ratio of divorces to marriages 
among the Protestants is one to 11.7 for 
the four States together ; it being 1 to 15 
iu Massachusetts, 1 to 13 in Vermont, 1 to 
9 in Rhode Island, and 1 in less than 8 in 
Connecticut. 
It is, however, the increase 
which gives cause for alarm, and if the Di­ 
vorce Reform Association can devise means 
to check this a great benefit will be con­ 
ferred upon society. 
And it may here be 
stated that not alone in a revision of the 
laws of divorce can a remedy be found, but 
iu such an education of the youth as shall 
lead to greater deliberation and consider­ 
ation in the m atter of marriages.—[Boston 
Globe.

THE E; G L.N I; G OF SUMNER’S CONGRES­ 
SIONAL CAREER, 


On the first day of December, 1851, 
Ileury Clay spoke in the Senate for the 
last time, and General Cass presented the 
credentials of Charles Sumner, who had 
been elected by one of the coalitions be­ 
tween the anti-slavery men and the Demo­ 
crats, which gave the latter the local 
offices in New York, Ohio and Massachu­ 
setts, aud elected Seward, Chase and Sum­ 
ner to the United States Senate. 
Soon 
after Mr. Sumner took his seat in the arena 
which hail been made famous by the polit­ 
ical champions of the North, the South 
and the \Vest, Mr. Benton said to him, 
with a patronizing air, “ Yon have come 
upon the stage too late, sir. 
Not only 
have our great mt n passed away, but the 
great issues have been settled, also. 
The 
last of these was the national bank, and 
th at has been overthrown forever. 
N oth­ 
ing is left you, sir, but puny sectional 
questions and petty strifes about slavery 
and fugitive-slave laws, involving no na­ 
tional interests.” 
Mr. Sumner had but two coadjutors in 
opposing slavery and in advocating free­ 
dom when he entered the Senate, but be­ 
fore he died he was the recognized leader 
of more than two-thirds of that body. 
He 
was denounced by a leading Whig news­ 
paper of Boston when he left that city to 
lake his seat as “ an agitator,” and he was 
refused a place on any committee of the 
Senate, as being “ outside of any healthy 
political organization 
but he lived to ex­ 
ercise a controlling intluence in Massachu­ 
setts politics and to Ire the Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
Ho had learned from Judge Story the value 
of systematic industry, and while preparing 
long speeches on the questions before tho 
Senate he also applied himself sedulously 
to the practical duties of a Senator, taking 
especial pains to answer every letter ad­ 
dressed to him.—[April Atlantic.

For the ordinary globe-trotter to tarry 
long enough in India to familiarize himself 
with all the Eastern forms of religion 
would be to relinquish his proud boast that 
he has “ traveled more miles, seen more 
‘ Bights,’ and crossed more waters than any 
other ‘ scenery sharp ’ in the, same length 
of time who has ‘ been on the round ’ this 
year ; ” but for even a “ rounder ” to visit 
Bombay without observing the Parsee and 
his customs would be as impossible as to go 
to Venice without seeing the gondolas. 
Bombay, with its 800,000 inhabitants, 
owes to this not inconsiderable people 
something of a debt for their making them­ 
selves so well observed, and, when thor­ 
oughly known, so well esteemed. 
V ithin 
the limits of their faith there is no beg­ 
gary. 
If they have poor they feed and 
clothe them, and if they have siek they 
nurse 
them. 
Throughout 
the 
East 
the 
various 
and 
elaborate 
turbans 
worn are marvelous to look at. but the 
most gorgeous turban ever folded “ hides 
it- diminished head” when placed in con­ 
trast to the mirth-provoking though som­ 
ber head-gear which marks the Parsee. 
Seeing for the first time hosts of men 
going through the streets wearing what 
looks like a section of stove-pipe glazed 
and then dotted all over with infinitesimal 
gilt specks, said stove-pipes minus a rim 
and the back bent down toward the front 
as if intended to be used as a whistle in an 
emergency, the natural impulse is to shout 
with laughter; and it is only when this 
“ shocking bad h a t” is understood to b e 
the badge of their persecution, their cross, 
put upon them in derision, which they have 
carried gladly and proudly, despising the 
shame for faith’s sake, and so elevated to 
the dignity of a crown, wo bend before it 
in respectful reverence. 
The Farsees are 
immensely rich and powerful, no m atter 
w hether that wealth was acquired by in­ 
heritance, 
by 
frugality 
or commerce. 
Splendid and luxurious carriages drawn by 
two and not infrequently four lull-blooded 
Arabian horses, with a syce or footman 
running on at the head of each, roll 
through the streets and throng the “ bun­ 
der,” or quay, where the band plays at 
sunset, and usually from among the cush­ 
ions rise the gloomy spire of the I’arsee’s 
improbable bat greatly to the disappoint­ 
ment of the “ rounder” who has gazed 
earnestly expecting that no one short of a 
Viceroy o ra Governor-General would turn 
up out of such splendid surroundings. 
But the penance of peculiar dress is car­ 
ried to sueb an extreme by the male sex, that 
the females have nothing to do but array 
themselves like the lilies of tbe field, 
clothed in silks and satins whose silken 
aud golden embroidery emit a sheen which 
fairly dazzles western eyes ; loaded with 
jewels festooned with strings of pearls, 
arms weighed down with bangles and legs 
covered with silver anklets nearly to the 
knee ; veiled in gold or silver gauze, shod 
in sandals of satin which disdain the soil 
of the streets, they walk or sit beside 
their husbands the realization of all one's 
early dreams of oriental splendor.

the children are clothed in embroidered 
silks and laden with bangles, till one is 
forced to conclude th at it is only upon 
reaching man s estate one is perm itted to 
wear the dress which gives him his pecu­ 
liar place among the religious people of 
the Eastern world.

A NEW AND DANGEROUS ADULTERATION. 


The Journal o f Chemistry says: A tten­ 
tion has recently been called to a new risk 
of chronic poisoning by the old enemy, 
lead. W nat we call tin vessels are in daily 
use in every household in the land. 
They 
are cheap, durable and convenient, and 
have been considered perfectly safe for the 
thousand ordinary purposes to which they 
are devoted. 
They are sate if the tin plate 
is honestly made. But, unfortunately, this 
is not always to be counted upon. 
Tin is 
comparatively cheap, but lead is cheaper, 
and an alloy of the two metals may be 
used in place of the dearer one, with profit 
to the manufacturer. 
The alloy is readily 
acted upon 
by 
acids, 
and 
salts of 
lead are thus 
introduced 
into food. 
The Michigan State Board of Health has 
lataly been investigating this subject, hav­ 
ing been led to do so by a letter from a 
physician, who found th at certain cases of 
w hat had been taken for chorea were really 
paralysis agitana, which could be traced to 
this kind of lead poison. Other cases were 
brought to light in which children had died 
of meningitis, fits and paralytic affections 
caused by milk kept in such vessels, the 
acid in the fluid having dissolved the 
lead. 
Malic, citric and other fruit acids 
are, of course, quicker and more energetic 
in their action on tbe pernicious alloy. 
The danger is the greater because the 
lead salts are cumulative poisons. 
The 
effect of one or two small doses may 
not be perceptible, 
but 
infinitesimal 
doses, continually repeated, will in the 
end prove injurious, if not fatal. 
Analysis 
of a large number of specimens of the tin 
plate used in culinary articles showed the 
presence of an alloy with lead in almost 
every instance, and often in large quanti­ 
ties. 
It is safe to assert that a large pro­ 
portion of the tin wares in the market are 
unlit for use on this account. 
This cheap 
tin has opened a field of speculation to the 
packers of canned fruits, meats and vegeta­ 
bles, which, if taken advantage of, must 
necessarily result most disastrously to pub­ 
lic health. 
Too much caution cannot be 
exercised in purchasing canned goods to see 
that an attractive label docs nut cover a 
dangerous lead covered can.

The organization of the New England 
Divorce Reform League in this city, with 
membership including distinguished citi­ 
zens of each of the New England States, 
indicates a more energetic warfare npon 
a growing evil of our social system than 
has yet been waged. 
I t is very evident 
that some influence must be exerted, either 
moral or legal, if the sanctity of the family 
relation, on which our society is based, 
is to be maintained. 
For the increase in 
the frequency of divorce has been so rapid 
as to attract the attention of the most care­ 
less observer. 
Mr. Dike, in his Monday 
lecture, presented some very striking and 
interesting statistics on this subject. 
In 
Vermont in 1860 there were 94 divorces. 
In the same State in 1S7S there were 167. 
In New Hampshire the rate had increased 
from 159 in 1S70 to 240 in 1875. 
In Mas­ 
sachusetts the number had increased from 
449 in 1870 to 600 in 1S7S. 
In Massachu­ 
setts in 1S7S there was one divorce for 
every 21.8 marriages, as against one di­ 
vorce to every 41 marriages in 1S50. 
In 
1S7S 2,072 divorces were granted in New 
England, of which 437 were in Mame, 241 
in New Hampshire, 197 in Vermont, 600 
in Massachusetts, 401 in Connecticut, and 
196 in Rhode Is!and. 
The population of Massachusetts being 
larger than that of any other New England 
State, the relative proportion of divorces is 
not so great with us. 
On the basis ot pop­ 
ulation by the present census there was one 
divorce to every 819 inhabitants in Maine ; 
one to every 1,443 in New Hampshire ; one 
to every 1,687 in Vermont ; one to every 
2,973 in Massachusetts ; one to every 1,553 
in Connecticut, and one to every 1,411 in 
Rhode Island. 
But the Catholic marriages 
are, in four States, 27 per cent, of the 
whole. 
Assuming what is very nearly 
true, that there are no divorces among 
these, the ratio of divorces to marriages 
among the Protestants is one to 11.7 for 
the four States together ; it being 1 to 15 
in Massachusetts, 1 to 13 in Vermont, 1 to 
9 in Rhode Island, and 1 in less thau 8 in 
Connecticut. 
It is, however, the increase 
which gives cause for alarm, and if the Di­ 
vorce Reform Association can devise means 
to check this a great benefit will be con­ 
ferred upon society. 
And it may here be 
stated that not alone in a revision of the 
laws of divorce can a remedy be found, but 
in such an education of the youth as shall 
lead to greater deliberation aud consider­ 
ation in the m atter of marriages.—[Boston 
Globe. 


DUNDREARY. 


Lord Dundreary is gone. 
There will be 
actors who will represent him, and imitate 
his tom s and his looks and his movements, 
there will be laughter and applause, but 
Lord Dundreary is gone.

thousands of friends be had who cannot 
recall him w ithout a smile, who remember 
the evenings th at he cheered, the vapors 
th at he conjured away, the irresistible 
drollery of his aspect, the subtle satire of 
his whole impression ! 
It was the same 
everywhere.

Diddler at the old National ?), seemed in 
the comparison of the moment a little 
iuadequate. 
For how could a cup be fuller 
than lull ? 
How could we possibly do 
more than laugh every moment? 
Subse­ 
quently it appeared tiiat none of us re­ 
called any play, we only remembered 
Lord Dundreary. 
He filled the scene. 
If 
he had said nothing, if he had done noth­ 
ing, it would have been the same. 
We 
should have sat shaking and aching, and 
w hile wre giggled and snickered we should 
have wondered how auybody could possi­ 
bly be so foolish. 
The jokes seem a little 
fiat as they are recalled. 
Man made to 
walk upright and to strike his head against 
the stars may be a little ashamed to have 
found an extravaganza so irresisibly comic, 
but could Lord Dundreary come again, the 
fiatness of the jokes would vanish, and the 
star-striking head would quiver with glee, 
as the heart now beats with grateful pleas­ 
ure and with sorrowful regret.—[Harper’s. 


TH E BEGINNING OF SUM NER’S CONGRES­ 
SIONAL CAREER. 


On the first day of December, 1851, 
Henry Clay spoke in the Senate for the 
last time, and General Cass presented the 
credentials of Charles Sumner, who had 
been elected by one of the coalitions be­ 
tween tbe anti-slavery men and the Demo­ 
crats, which gave the latter the local 
offices in New York, Ohio and Massachu­ 
setts, aud elected Seward, Chase aud Sum­ 
ner to the United States Senate. 
Soon 
after M r. Sumner took his seat in the arena 
which had been made famous by the polit­ 
ical championB of the North, the South 
and the W est, Mr. Benton said to him, 
with a patronizing air, “ You have come 
upon the stage too late, sir. 
N ot only 
have our great men passed away, but the 
great issues have been settled, aUo. 
The 
last of these was the national bank, and 
th at has been overthrown forever. 
N oth­ 
ing is left you, sir, but puny sectional 
questions and petty strifes about slavery 
and fugitive-slave laws, involving no na­ 
tional interests.” 
Mr. Sumner had but two coadjutors in 
opposing slavery and in advocating free­ 
dom when he entered the Senate, but be­ 
fore he died he was the recognized leader 
of more than two-thirds of th at body. 
He 
was denounced by a leading W hig news­ 
paper of Boston when he left that city to 
take his seat as “ an agitator,” and he was 
refused a place on any committee of the 
Senate, as being “ outside of any healthy 
political organization 
but he lived to ex­ 
ercise a controlling inlluence in Massachu­ 
setts politics and to be tbe Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
He had learned from Judge Story the value 
of systematic industry, and while preparing 
long speeches on the questions before the 
Senate he also applied himself sedulously 
to the practical duties of a Senator, taking 
especial pains to answer every letter ad­ 
dressed to him.—[April Atlantic.

tatoes in Tnuringia and Saxony. 
After 
having collected a quantity of potatoes of 
good q ti dity, giving tlio preference to a large 
whi 
kind, th y are builed in a caldron, and, 
after becoming cool, they are reduced to a 
pulp, either by means of a grater or mortar. 
To five pounds of this pul)», which ought to 
be as equal as jawsible, is added one pound 
of sour milk and the necessary quantity of 
salt. 
The whole is 
kneaded 
together | 
and the mixture < oven d up and allowed 
to lie for three or four days, according to 
the seas n. 
At the end of this time it is 
kneaded anew, and the cheese, are placed in 
little baskets, when the superfluous moisture 
e»cai*es. They are then allowed to dry in the 
shade, and placed in Dyers in large vessels, 
where they must remain for fifteen days. 
The older these cheeses are the more their 
quality improves. 
Three kinda are made. 
The first and most common is made as de- i 
tailed above ; the second, with four (¡arts of I 
potatoes and two parts of curded milk ; the 
third with two parts of potat es aud four 
parts of cow or ewe milk. 
These cheeses 
have this advantage over other kind—they 
do not engender worms ; and they keep fresh 
for a numb r of years, provided they are 
placed in a dry situation and in well-closed 
vessels.

W a sh in g to n , April Sth.—The few Sen­ 
ators who put in an appearance at the Capitol 
to-day hail not much to say in regard to the 
existing dead-lock in the Senate, except that 
they saw no signs of a break. The Demo­ 
crats declared that their side is more firmly 
united and determined than ever, and the 
llepublicans also say that there is no change 
whatever in their programme. The recent 
speeches of leading Senators on both sides 
having exhibited the important hearing of 
this contest upon the election of the next 
United States Senator from Virginia, it be­ 
comes of interest to note that an election of 
municipal and county officers is to be held in 
Virginia early next mouth, and as the results 
of this election are expected to largely influence 
the fall election for Governor and members 
of the Legislature, there is a manifest incen­ 
tive to both parties in the Senate to procras­ 
tinate the present contest beyond the May 
election rather than accept defeat on the 
pending issue previously, even if it be per­ 
ceived by either side to be inevitable soon 
afterwards. The general belief in outside 
circles, however, is that the deadlock will be 
broken in some way within the next ten 
days, and as a defection of even half of their 
number would not prevent the remainder of 
the Democratic Senators from successfully 
filibustering against the election cf the Re­ 
publican candidates, w.d’e on the other hand 
the Republicans cannot possibly elect them 
or defeat the constantly renewed motions to 
go into an executive session, except by main­ 
taining an absolutely unbroken front, it is the 
prevalent opinion that the accumulating pub­ 
lic pressure for the transaction of executive 
business will effect a break, temporary at 
first, but soon afterwards irreparable, ou the 
Republican side. 
The Russian Minister, in full court dress, 
presented his credentials to President Gar­ 
field to-day. 
Secretary Windom says he has concluded 
what course to pursue relative to the matur­ 
ing bonds, but could not make it public un­ 
til completed. Beyond this nothing official 
can be learned. 
Secretary Kirkwood has made selections 
for the new positions created by the last Con­ 
gress. Of the new appointments eight will 
be examiners, at a salary of 82,000 per an­ 
num, and the remainder, about 125 in num­ 
ber. will receive a salary of 8720 to 81,800 
per annum.

W a sh in g to n , April 8th.—There is to be a 
general overhauling of the Land Office man­ 
agement in Dakota. General Fessenden, of 
Michigan, a practical engineer of high stand­ 
ing, is to be Surveyor. General Letcher, a 
member of the present Ohio Legislature, will 
be Register. Both will go out with full in­ 
structions to remedy the swindling of poor 
settlers, so long carried on by the land-sharks. 
Secretary Schurz last fall sent out a detec­ 
tive, who discovered endless cases of frauds. 
He reported as one of the principals J. D. 
Cameron, of Sioux Falls, who grew wealthy 
in lauds, against whom ten indictments are 
now pending. Cameion's counsel is the new 
Delegate from Dakota, «ho has made an at­ 
tack upon the detective by representing him 
as drunk all the time while in the Territory. 
The Delegate also fought the new appoint­ 
ments, but Kirkwood is in earnest. It is 
estimated at the Land Office that a large 
quantity of public domain along the North­ 
ern Pacific has been illegally obtained. 
IS Iai'k u iallln g S ch em e F ru stra ted —O ne o f 
■ h r C on sp ira to rs K ille d . 
N ew Y ork, April 8th.—An extraordinary 
scheme of blackmail, concocted and planned 
with remarkable persistency, but apparently 
with little skill, the victims of which were 
Louis Strasherger and Charles Adler, of the 
firm of Louis Straabereer & Co., importers of 
watches and jewelry, No. 15 Maiden lane, 
came to a tragic end yesterday. The black­ 
mailer, or one of them, was shot dead by a 
policeman in an attempt to arrest him at the 
moment his plot appeared to be crowned with 
success. The accomplice of the fellow, who 
is known, escaped. How many there are is 
unknown, but it is certain that the two were 
not alone in their enterprise. Strasherger is 
a prominent Hebrew, and reported to be 
very wealthy. He resides with his wife and 
four children at No. 128 East Sixty first 
street. The threats of blackmailers were 
always directed against both families, and 
were addressed to ladies, upon whose fears 
they were expected to work. The operations 
began as far back as Christmas, and, as they 
progressed, the police were called in. On 
Wednesday night the climax was reached. MBs 
Spleter, the governess, was alone in Stras- 
berger’s house when the bell was rung, and a 
man who kept his face from the light pre­ 
sented a letter, which was addressed to Mrs. 
Strasherger. He was told the latter lady 
was out, and when asked to leave the letter 
he snatched it and ran away. This was re­ 
ported to the police, and detectives were set 
to witch the house from early morning for 
the return of the s'ranger. This was yester­ 
day. The man did not return, but in his 
stead a boy presented a letter at noon and ran 
away after delivering it. The commands in 
the letter were obeyed, and the governess 
went out protected by the detectives. Ou 
the southeast corner of Madison avenue, ehe 
saw a man standing looking towards Stras- 
berger’s house. Another walked past, ex­ 
changing signs of recognition with him. As 
the latter reached Fifth avenue a pistol shot 
was fired, and the second man walked towards 
Sixty first street. The governess crossing, 
dropped an envelope and the man stooped to 
pick it up. As he did so the detective 
grabbed him. The stranger spraDg back 
and putting his hand to his hip pocket, 
shouted. “ I will blow your brains out.” 
The detective drew his revolver, and his 
prisoner’s hand struck against it. It went off, 
and the bullet crashed through the man’s left 
eye and he fell dead. A crowd gathered and 
the body was taken to the station. Upon it 
were found letters in the same handwriting 
as in the blackmailing letters, showing the 
dead man's name to be Edward Hermann 
Johann Lagert, son of a merchant in Berlin, 
Prussia. He wrote to his mother and sweet­ 
heart that he was poor and almost destitute, 
and was coming home. The police late at 
night found that the scheme was the result 
of a deep-laid plot, in which Lagert was the 
actor, but not the leader. Albert Vogel, a 
picture dealer, at No. 32 Stanton street, was 
arrested and admitted that he was the leader 
and had fired the signal shot. He conceived 
the plan while traveling from Europe on the 
steamer Republic with Strasberger's family a 
year ago. 
Lagert lived at ÍHJ Eldridge 
street. His uncle is a great banker at Al­ 
toona, Germany, by name Hans Bauer. His 
room-mate, named Danzig, stated that he 
understood the whole thing to be a Nihilist 
plot to get poMMsion of important pa|>ers 
compromising the Russian Government, in 
the possession of the Strasbergers. This 
Vogel denies. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
N ew Y o r k , April 8th .—Further arrests 
will soon be made in the Strasherger black­ 
mailing case. A number of letters not made 
public are still in the hands of the police, 
who will not disclose the contents until fur 
ther progress in the esse. Vogel, upon his 
apprehension, made a confession, part of 
which was put in wiiting. This is withheld 
by the police. He says he fired the shot to 
signa! Miss Spleter to drop the envelope; 
but the dead man was the principal mover in 
the affair, and planned it all. He further 
claims that others were concerned, notably 
one whom 
he cai!s Jack, and whom 
he pretended to have 
met for the 
first time yesterday. The police are 
searching for him in Philadelphia. Vogel is 
believed, however, to be the original schemer. 
No pistol was found on Lagert's person. To­ 
day Vogel is to point out to Captain Gunner 


a room in Fifty-third street that was hired 
by the conspirator as a hiding place for the 
child of Strasherger, when kidnaped. Lagert 
was to guard the girl there for one night, and 
when she was removed the next morning bv 
his fellow-con8pirator, was to receive 85,000 
for his trouble. He had made arrangements 
to leave for Hamburg on the next steamer 
out. 
P h ii.a d e lp h ia , April 8th.—Eugene Fred­ 
erick, a young German, respectably con­ 
nected, was arrested this afternoon on a 
celegram from New ¿ ork, it is supposed on 
suspicion of being concerned in the Stras- 
berger case. The detectives here have no 
idea how he is connected with it, and Fred­ 
erick denies all participation in it. 
lir e S o iitliecii P acific'» U c fu sa l to T ake 
F r e ig h t. 
C h icago , April 8ch.—The Tribune says : 
The Southern Pacific has refused to take 
freight via the Atchison road for the Pa­ 
cific coast business, not so much because the 
new line was much longer to San Francisco 
than by the Union Pacific, but principally 
because the Southern Pacific is a Central 
Pacific institution, and the Central Pacific 
would force all the Pacific business, or as 
much of it as it could control, via the Union 
Pacific and its main line. Yesterday dis­ 
patches were received here informing the 
roads running west from this city that Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe has withdrawn 
from all freight traffic for California, Oregon 
and Washington Territory. It seems that 
the new line commenced with a much larger 
patronage than was anticipated bytheLTnion 
Pacific, and Jay Gould thought it best to 
commence bulldozing operations early, and 
prevent the new line from achieving any 
popularity. Even before the new line was 
opened Goulil succeeded in forcine it to pool 
the California business with the Union Pa­ 
cific, retaining, of course, the lion’s share for 
the latter route ; but even the little that was 
allowed to the Atchison route Gould thought 
was too much, and, as stated above, he has 
succeeded iu preventing the route from doing 
any California or Pacific coast business at 
all. It appears that Gould concedes to the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe the bulk of 
the Arizona business, but as that is direct 
and by hundreds of miles the shortest route 
to Arizona, this concession does uot amount 
to much, for Gould could not prevent that 
business from going that way if he tried. 
C olla p se o l Ilie C h icago S treet C ar S trik e

C h icago , April 8th.—The street car strike 
collapsed suddenly about 3 o’clock this after­ 
noon, by the absolute and unconditional sur­ 
render of the company, which decided to 
grant every demand of the men. The cars 
started from the barns at about 4:30, and as 
they began to leappear along the street their 
conductors aud drivers were greeted with 
hearty cheers, hand-clapping and waving of 
handkerchiefs from the sidewalks and win­ 
dows.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
Great ICrltaln. 
HOUSE OP COMMONS. 
LONDON, April 8th.—In the House of 
Commons to-day, Lord Elcho gave notice 
that he would oppose the land bill by an 
amendment that while the House was willing 
to consider any measure based upon sound 
principles, the present bill is economically 
unsound, unjust and impolitic. 
Beach, Conservative, gave notice of a mo­ 
tion strongly condemning the Government’s 
course in reference to the Transvaal. 
Gladstone said he could not at present give 
a Government right for discussion. He con­ 
firmed with the deepest concern the resigna­ 
tion of the Duke of Argyle, Lord of the 
1’rivy Seal, and gave a reason therefore, 
namely, his objection to a portion of the 
land bill. He said further that he could not 
defer the debate on the second reading of the 
land bill beyond April 25th. 
Sir Stafford Northcote(Conservative)stated 
that the leaders of the opposition were not 
responsible for Lord Elcho’s motion in oppo­ 
sition to the land bill. The bill involved 
such important financial and political ques­ 
tions that they did not yet know how to at­ 
tack it. 
HOUSE OF LORDS—DUKE OF ARGTLE’S RESIG­ 
NATION. 
L on d on , April 8th.—In the House of 
Lords to-day the Duke of Argyle, Lord of 
the Privy Seal, expressed deep sorrow at 
leaving the Cabinet. He did so because of 
the land bill alone. Although not opposed 
to the extension of the ownership of land by 
peasants, he opposed the bill, which would 
destroy the ownership of land by other classes. 
“ I think,” he said, “ the Government scheme 
will tend to paralyze the ownership of land 
by placing it under limitations unknown in a 
civilized country. Under this scheme neither 
landlords nor tenants will be owners. The 
ownership will be in a commission of abeyance. 
This would result injuriously to the agricult­ 
ural interests of any country, especially Ire­ 
land. I felt that I could not as an honest 
man he responsible in recommending the 
scheme as a whole to Parliament. I regret I 
have separated from my friends, especially 
from Mr. Gladstone, with whom I have had 
connection with ever-increasing respect dur­ 
ing twenty-nine years.” 
L on d on , April 8th.—A report is current 
that Lord Carlingford will succeed the Duke 
of Argyle as Lord of the Privy Seal. 
BOTH HOUSES ADJOURNED, 
L on d on , April 8th.—The House of Com­ 
mons adjourned until the 25th instant, aud 
the Lords until the 5th of May. 
THE LAND BILL. 
D u b lin , April 8th.—The land hill is re­ 
ceived with more or less favor by the press.

AFFAIRS AT ST PETERSBURG. 
St. P ete rsb u rg , April Stb.—It is reported 
that the Czar has received from the Nihilist 
Committee a printed proclamation, dated 
March 22d, offering to lay down all arms, in 
return, among other things, for amnesty for 
the revolutionists. Ou the ether hand, the 
engineers continue to search for mines in the 
purlieus of Annitichkoff Palace, and another 
is spoken of as having been discovered lead­ 
ing from the Admiralty to the Saltykoff en­ 
trance of the Winter Palace. 
TRIAL OF THE ASSASSINS OF THE CZAR. 
St. P e te r sb u r g , April 8th.—The trial of 
the assassins of the late Czar begun yester­ 
day. 
Jeliaboff conducts his own defense. 
The space usually occupied by the jury was 
reserved for distinguished persons, including 
Prince Pierre of Oldenburg; 
General 
Meliontine, Minister of War ; Abaza, Minis­ 
ister of Finance; Solski, Imperial Comp­ 
troller, and General Barunoff, Prefect of St. 
Petersburg. Admission to the Court is only 
by ticket, and the strictest control is main­ 
tained. Ten seats have been assigned to the 
foreign press and five to the Russian press. 
A life-size portrait of the late Czar, draped 
in black, is a prominent feature in the hall. 
Senator Fuches, a member of the High Court 
of Cassation, presides, assisted by four Senators 
and lourairtff, Assistant Prosecutor of St. 
Petersburg, aud Postozki, Assistant Prosecu­ 
tor of the District Tribunal. Sixty-four wit­ 
nesses and eleven experts will he examined. 
Greek, Catholic, Lutheran and Mohammedan 
clergy were present to administer oaths. The 
reading of the indictment occupied two 
hours. The prisoners were then interrogated, 
and the late Czar’s coachman was examined. 
The prisoners, when asked, declined to state 
their names, ages, professions or domiciles. 
The decision <-f the Court was read rejecting 
the protest of the prisoner, Jeliaboff, and 
which maintained that the tribunal ought to 
be constituted directly by the people or by 
its legally elected delegates, and in any case 
the prisoners should be tried by a jury. 
Jeliaboff, replying to the President, said he 
was baptized as a member of the orthodox 
church, hut denied its orthodoxy. He recog­ 
nized the doctrine of Jesus Christ, which oc­ 
cupied an important place in his convictions. 
He served the cause of the people. It was 
his sole occupation, to which for years he 
had sacrificed his whole being. The Court 
decided that the depositions of the deceased 
merchant Goldenberg, so far as they related 
to the prisoners before the Court, be allowed 
to be read. The President then invited the 
chief officer of the Court to read the indict­ 
ment. 
DEMANDS OF THE REVOLUTIONISTS. 
B e r lin , April 8th.—A letter from St. 
Petersburg announces that the revolutionists 
have issued a manifesto, demanding universal 
suffrage and freedom of speech, press, con 
science and election, and declaring that if 
this programme is adoDted the Executive 
Committee will dissolve and there will be no 
more violence.

N e w c a s tle (Natal), April8th.—The Boers 
are daily infringing the peace terms, looting 
the property of loyalists, refusing to surren­ 
der farms and houses, and assaulting the 
proprietors if they attempt to take possession.

Simeon Artarga was elected 
President and Antonio Carvajol Vice-Presi­ 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies. 
The Government has paid on account of 
subventions for sections of railways com­ 
pleted to the present 81,212,000. 
The remains of General Gonzales Artega 
were buried at Mexico on the 1st instant 
with great ceremony. A libel on the memory 
of the deceased General published in the 
clerical journals at Zacatecas caused great in­ 
dignation. 
Labano, chief of the remnant of Victorio’s 
hand of Indians, and four followers, have 
been captured in Chihuahua. The residents 
of Pozo Del Norte presented a watch to 
Governor Terrazas for killing Victorio and 
dispersing his band.

The New York Herald says that more than 
a quarter of a million dollars’ worth of real 
estate changed hands under the hammer 
Thursday, and the prices realized show that 
buyers and money may always be expected iu 
force at a bona fide sale. 
France proposes an International Commis­ 
sion to transfer to Greece the ceded territory. 
Russia has informed Austria that Greece 
cannot count upon military assistance from 
Russia in case of war. 
The Czar, in an autograph letter to Em­ 
peror William, communicates his intention 
to visit him during the third week in May. 
It is said Bismarck will open negotiations 
with a view to revising the existing extradi 
tion treaties relative to assassination. 
A memorial signed by important Indian 
banks, and by London bankers and mer­ 
chants, was presented yesterday to the Sec­ 
retary of State for India, in favor of the 
representation of England at the Monetary 
Conference. Among the signatures were 
those of the Oriental Bank Corporation, 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, Hong­ 
kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
Dent, Palmer & Co., Gibbs k Co., Frederick 
Huth k Co. and Morton, Rose & Co. 
A Times dispatch says that 10,000 French 
troops have disembarked at Bone. 
John Burdock, second base man of the 
Boston Base Ball Club, fell from a street car 
in that city yesterday afternoon, and was 
dangerously injured. 
Count Hamilton, Chancellor of the Uni­ 
versity at Upsal, Sweden, has been arrested 
on a charge of forgery to the amount of £40,­ 
000. The names counterfeited include those 
of the Kiug and Queen. 
The New Jersey Refining Company, 87 
Wall street, New York, has failed, with lia­ 
bilities of $100.000. The suspension of Man­ 
ley, Emerson & Co., shirt manufacturers, is 
also announced, with liabilities of $100,000. 
The assets are large. 
The New York Times says: Collector 
Merritt has had the honor of a petition, the 
signatures to which already occupy a space 
of 55 feet, praying for his retention in the 
Custom-house.

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Omaha, April 8th.—The river has risen 
two feet and a half since last night, and is 
still rising. 
It is now about twenty-0D6 feet 
above low-water mark, 
THE HIGHER RISE EVER KNOWN 
Here. It is about two feet and a half higher 
than the April rise of 1875 and the June rise 
of 1S57. Everything on the levee is flooded, 
and the lowlands on the east side of the river 
are flooded for miles. The river is two or 
three miles wide here. A broad stream of 
ice is floating with the current, which has 
moved eastward somewhat, and taken off 
some of the pressure on the Omaha levee. 
There is about a foot of water in the smelt­ 
ing works, and two strong currents are run­ 
ning through the establishment. Two hun­ 
dred employes are temporarily thrown out of 
employment on account of a stoppage of the 
works. The chances are against saving the 
works, but as yet they are all right. During 
this forenoon the water rose very rapidly, and 
soon flooded all the Union Pacific shops— 
some ten or twelve large buildings—to a 
depth of irom six to twelve inches, and 
WORK WAS ENTIRELY SUSPENDED. 
Thirteen hundred men are temporarily 
thrown out of employment there. No fears 
are entertained as to the safety of the shops, as 
they are located far inland, and the water is 
only surface water, with little or no current. 
The main track to the shops Í3 built up 
higher than all the other tracks, and so far 
has acted as a dam or dyke, protecting all 
that part of the levee lying inside of it, and 
inside of which the lumber yards are located. 
The water rose to the top of this track, and 
a large force of men are at work piling 
manure aud dirt along it, to keep the water 
from running over. If the water comes over, 
it will wash out this track and sweep away 
the lumber yards, destroy numerous railroad 
tracks and watli out many acres of made land. 
The rise since 7 o’clock this morning to 3 this 
afternoon wa3 fifteen inches. All of the 
Union Pacific rolling stock was moved to 
high land. The Chicago, St. Paul and 
Omaha track leading out of Omaha is under 
water, and no train was sent out this morn­ 
ing. It is also flooded between Desota and 
Mills, and at various other points further 
north. 
SIOUX CITY AND ABOVE. 
A dispatch from Sioux City this morning 
says the river reached the highest point since 
the country has been settled, last night. The 
rise yesterday was six inches more, but to­ 
day the water is falling slowly, and it is falling 
fast at Yankton and points above. There are 
several hundred homeless people being taken 
care of at Sioux City, among thdin being the 
entire population of Covington, located op­ 
posite Sioux City, who abandoned their sub­ 
merged town yesterday afternoon on a 
steamer which was sent to their relief. 
PECULIARITY OF THE STREAM. 
The Government stone riprap at Omaha is 
holding out well, and keeps the current from 
working westward. 
The current seems 
swifter than yesterday. When the river 
goes down, if the water falls rapidly, great 
damage will probably be done here, as this is 
a peculiarity of this stream, that when it falls 
it cuts away its banks very rapidly and forms 
new channels here and there in a very few 
hours, as the lowlands are composed of loose 
sand deposits. 
This afternoon a large point 
of land on the east side of the river opposite 
the Union Pacific w^rka was gradually cut, 
thus allowing the channel to shift further 
eastward, which was very favorable for 
Omaha. Several hundred men are to be kept 
at work all night, heaping up manure along 
the Union Pacific elevated track on the 
river 
front, 
which 
is 
keeping 
the 
water back admirably, though it is 
a close race between the water and 
men. 
It is likely to break through 
at any moment. The river ha3 fallen one foot 
at Sioux City to-day, but is yet rising slowly 
here to-night. The river is four miles wide 
at this point, reaching from Omaha to Council 
Bluffs this afternoon. A broad stream and 
strong current is sweeping down past the 
western boundary of Council Bluffs and 
through Spoon Lake, ordinarily a small pond, 
just west of the Union Pacific Hotel and 
transfer depot. The water is up to the rails 
on the bridges across Spoon Lake, and the 
bridges are anchored down with railroad iron 
to keep them in place. 
A NEW CAUSE FOR ANXIETY. 
Considerable ice is floating down 'this 
stream, and its feared that a new channel 
will cut off the approach to the Union Pacific 
bridge and leave the bridge this side. A great 
deal of uneasiness is felt by the Union Pa­ 
cific officials. This new stream, which comes 
in at the bend north of Council Bluffs, is 
rapidly increasing in proportions and force. 
Another stream is running through the Big 
Louisy creek, in the western outskirts of 
Council Bluffs, and on the east side of the 
Union Pacific transfer depot. Should the 
water raise six inches more in the Spoon 
Lake stream, it may stop the running 
of trains over the Union Pacific bridge 
temporarily. It is now believed, however, 
that the water will begin failing some time 
to-night. Numerous families on the bottom 
lands around Council Bluffs have abandoned 
their houses. 
One foot of snow fell last night in the 
county of Hubbard, on the line of the Chi­ 
cago, St. Paul and Omaha Railroad, and 
about eight inches between Rock Island and 
Davenport There was a slight fall in Omaha 
at 3 o’clock this morning. 
MORE RAILROADS IN TROUBLE. 
O m aha, April 8th.—The Kansas City, St. 
Joe and Council Bluffs Railroad, from Coun­ 
cil Bluffs to Pacific Junction, eighteen miles, 
over which the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy trains also run into Council Bluffs, is 
more or less under water, owing to the rise of 
the river along which it runs. The ice is 
piling up fast all over the flooded section. 
One bridge is out of line, and will probably 
be washed away, with several miles of the 
track. 
FURTHER CAUSE FOR ANXIETY. 
The latest report is that Florence lake, two 
miles above Omaha, has become flooded, and 
the river is making a cut-off channel close to 
the bluffs, and if so it is bound to carry out 
our whole levee, and also strike over towards 
Council Bluffs. Great anxiety is felt in both 
cities on account of the threatening dangers. 
Trouble is also expected at St. Joe aDd Kan­ 
sas City, both of which places are already 
expecting the effects of the flood, which will 
reach its bight at those places on Sunday or 
Monday. 
DANGER INCREASING— EVERYTHING AFLOAT. 
O m aha, April 8th.—The water broke over 
the Union Pacific track at 10 o’clock to-night, 
the overflow being caused by immense cakes 
of ice, many acres in extent, striking the 
smelting works and doing great damage. The 
lumber yards and everything else are all 
afloat. The Union Facific shops and smelt­ 
ing works are in imminent danger. Great 
damage is being done, but it is impossible to 
give the extent to-night. 


IMMENSE DAMAGE TO PROPERTY— SUFFERING 
AND DESTITUTION.
